Both the sheriff's 
department and CHP have been mon- 
itoring the weekend “mobs” of noisy 
dirt bikes and ATVs, in particular by 
counting heads and taking pictures 
for evidence. 

Of late, these departments have in- 
tentionally not been issuing tickets 
for riding in town, loud exhaust, 
parking on the streets and private 
property or equipment violations. 
Meantime ignorant dirt bikers and 
ATVers have been flaunting the situa- 
tion by riding in and through Rands- 
burg with their obnoxiously-loud 
two-strokes and megaphone-fitted 
four-strokes. And the evidence keeps 
adding up — close down the town to 
off-roaders! 

Randsburg has been a friendly 
haven to dirt bikers since the ’50s. In 
years past there was respect and cour- 
tesy for the town and its residents. We 
walked our dirt bikes in and out of 
town. We didn’t ride on people’s 
access roads. We parked our bikes in 
the small park next to the museum 
—not on resident’s lots, not on the 
street, not against buildings. No 
wheelies. No burnouts. No ear shat- 
tering noise. 

Those courtesies are completely 
ignored now. There’s only a small 
number of store owners in Rands- 
burg who are fighting to keep the 
town open. They are rather like a 
finger in a dike against the pressures 
from angered residents, the sheriff, 
CHP, BLM and conservationists that 
are pushing harder and harder to 
close off the Randsburg area to off- 
roaders. 

Options being considered by the 
law are: Impounding vehicles (in 
Bakersfield), issuing tickets (up to 
$325 each), incarcerating violators, 
suspending drivers’ licenses and more. 
A single citation could cost a biker up 
to $500 in fines and impound fees, 
some time in the slammer and a lost 
driving/riding license. And it could 
be a lot more if his or her kids get 
nabbed too. 

Keep Randsburg open! Get smart. 
Be courteous. Push your bikes and 
ATVs in and out of town. Park off 
private property and the street. Don’t 
ride on resident’s roads and proper- 
ties. Pick up your empty bottles, cans 
and trash. Do your wheelies and 
burn-outs in the desert, not in town 

The ball’s in your court now. Tell 
your friends. Or write-off Randsburg 
for bikers.

Holland lands 
Gatorback win

GAINESVILLE, FL, MAR. 8 


Suzuki’s George Holland pulled off a success- 
ful pass on teammate Erik Kehoe in the clos- 
ing moments of the final 125cc moto and 
carried the charge to his first-ever overall 


National win in the series- 
opening Honda/Scott USA/TV 
20 National Motocross at Gator- 
back MX Park. 


Holland’s win came after a 2-2 
score on the sandy course, topping 
the 4-1 tally of Kawasaki's Mark Bar- 
nett and the 3-3 score of Kehoe. Hon- 
da’s Ron Lechien blasted to a com- 
manding win in the first moto and 
looked to be a repeat winner in the 
second, but the engine in his works 
Honda went sour in the final laps. 

Kawasaki's Jeff Ward was virtually 
untouchable in the 250cc class, 
jamming to a pair of moto wins. 
Honda's Bob Hannah had his best 
ride yet of the 1985 season, getting the 
nod for second overall honors after 
reeling in teammate Johnny O'Mara 
in the final moto. 

Yamaha's Broc Glover and defend- 
ing 500cc National Champion David 
Bailey picked up their 500cc battle 
right where it left off at the end of the 
’84 season, but Bailey crashed hard 
less than 100 feet from the finish line 
on the’ final lap of the first moto. 
Glover, who was leading at the time, 
sailed to the win then came back for 
another march to victory in moto 
two. Bailey was badly shaken and 
was unable to finish moto one, yet 
came back for a second in moto two. 
Team Tamm’s Alan King turned ina 
2-3 ride for second overall ahead of 
Kawasaki's Billy Liles. 


125cc 


Honda’s Lechien, back on a 125cc ' 





bike in Nationals for the first time 


since 1983, had to ride a qualifier — 
which he handily won — for a berth 
in the National (only the top 10 in the 
class from the previous year don’t 
have to qualify at the first National). 
Andas the gate dropped in the first of 
two 30-minute-plus-two-lap motos, 
it was Lechien with the point over 
Erik Kehoe and George Holland. A 
pile-up in the second corner claimed 
several riders, including Mark Barnett. 


Lechien pulled away from the pack 
in short order, and held a three- 
second advantage over the battle for 
second — between Kehoe and Holland 
by the end of the first lap. While fall- 
ing off the pace, Kawasaki Team 
Green's Rodney Barr, Honda support 
rider Guy Cooper and Kawasaki rider 
Mike Jones went at it for fourth. 

Methodically, Lechien increased his 
lead over the Kehoe/Holland by near- 
ly a second per lap, and by lap seven 
had stretched the advantage to nearly 
eight. seconds. Holland finally got 
the upper hand on Kehoe, while 


Cooper had settled into a comfort- 
able fourth —but not for long. 

Barnett was passing riders in 
bunches, and his push to the front 
brought him to the rear wheel of 
Cooper on lap nine. And by lap 10 of 
what would turn out to be 15-lap 
affair, Barnett was around Cooper 
and into fourth. Lechien motored on 
for the win over Holland, Kehoe, 
Barnett, Cooper and Suzuki’s A.J. 
Whiting. 











The start of moto two belonged to 
Kawasaki rider Eddie Warren, who 
managed to keep Lechien at bay fora 
full two laps, then, as Lechien closed 
in, the rear suspension on Warren’s 
bike collapsed. Warren was left on 
the sidelines and Lechien again pro- 
ceeded to leave the pack in his dust. 
Holland, Whiting and Kehoe formed 
a Team Suzuki trio keeping close 
company in a dice for second, while 
Barnett soon made it a four-way 
confrontation. 


Into lap 10, Lechien was enjoying 
a 10-second lead, then disaster struck. 
Lechien got to the bottom of one of 
Gatorback’s hills and jumped off his 
bike as steam rolled out of the engine. 
Lechien left the bike in the middle of 
the track and walked back to the pits, 
his day over. “We're not sure why it 
happened,” said Lechien’s tuner, 
Chris Haines, “but the cylinder head 
cracked wide open where the alu- 
minum head stay bolts on.” 

Barnett finally managed to pull 
away from the Kehoe/Holland dice 
and into the lead. Barnett would be 
the overall winner if he kept the lead, 
but only if Holland was unable to get 
around Kehoe. Through the last five 
laps, Barnett put five seconds on 
Kehoe and Holland, and kept it for 
the win. “Team tactics,” however, 
were in the works in the Suzuki 
camp: the pit boards were telling 
Kehoe to pull over and let teammate 
Holland by, but Kehoe didn’t give 
Holland an inch. “I was saving myself 
for the last lap,” said Holland, “and 
as we came into a sweeper (two corners 
from the finish on the last lap) I went 
for it. I knew I had to pass Kehoe and 
jumped right into the side of him, 
pushing him off the track. That was 
my only chance to win.” 

Holland left Kehoe struggling to 
get back on the track, and went on for 
second behind Barnett and his first 
overall National win. Kehoe finished 
third ahead of Whiting and Honda 
support rider Larry Brooks. 


250cc 


There was little doubt who the fast- 
est rider was in the 250cc ranks; 
Ward, the 84 125cc National Cham- 
pion, gave a preview of the per- 
formance to come by running away 
with the win in his qualifier. And as 
the pack thundered into the left-hand 
sweeper in the first moto, Ward was 
at the head of it, with teammate Goat 
Breker, O’Mara, Yamaha support rid- 








ers Kenny Keylon and Jim Holley, 
defending class champ Rick Johnson 
and Hannah trailing in the dust. 

Ward came around with a two- 
second advantage over Breker and 
O'Mara at the end of lap one, and the 
rest of the pack was beginning to 
spread itself out. O’ Mara broke around 
Breker on lap three and for a time it 
appeared O'Mara would come up to 
challenge Ward in a replay of one of 
their 125cc battles so typical of the ’84 
season. 

Into lap four, Hannah and John- 
son — in tandem — worked their way 
around Keylon and Holley and closed 
on third-place Breker. Shortly into 
lap eight, Hannah and Johnson, 
swapping positions from corner to 
corner, succeeded in dropping Breker 
back to fourth. Ward was still in 
command, leaving O’Mara a lone 
second. There would be no more 
changes in the top four; Ward 
continued his drive to the checkered 
flag for the win over O’Mara, Hannah 
and Johnson. Suzuki’s Scott Burn- 
worth put on a charge in the late laps 
and landed fifth, over Holley and 
Keylon. : 

Ward again won the race to the 
first corner in moto two, with 
Burnworth and O'Mara for company. 
Keylon, Johnson, Holley, Husky’s 
Micky Dymond, Hannah and Jeff 
Hicks formed a cluster trying to catch 
the front trio. 

By lap five, Ward had once again 
put O'Mara to rest for good, this time 
to the tune of a lesser two- to three- 
second margin. Johnson pulled into 
third ahead of Burnworth, but the 
leading duo had already pulled nearly 
10 seconds ahead. Hannah was 
charging, and by lap six was a solid 
fifth behind Johnson. 

On lap eight, Hannah chmbed 
around Johnson and begin to chip 
away at the gap between himself and 
second-place O’Mara, an interval of 
six to seven seconds. Ward had lost a 
bit of ground, but was still in control. 
“I got off into the course markers,” 
said Ward, “and my rear wheel picked 
up a bunch of banners. Right after 
that, my rear brake went away, and it 
was hard to keep up a winning pace.” 

With one lap left, Hannah took 
second away from O’ Mara by double- 
jumping to the top of Gatorback’s 
steep finish line stretch and held 
second behind Ward. O’Mara came 
in for third, over a half minute ahead 
of fourth place Johnson and Burn- 
worth.

500cc 


Honda’s Bailey pulled clear of the 
horde moments after the gate dropped 
in moto one, while his nemesis, Glov- 
er, was kept busy trying to find a way 
around Honda pilot Phil Larson. By 
lap two, however, the stage set for yet 
another Bailey/Glover runaway, as 
Glover had dispensed with Larson, 
Kawasaki’s Billy Liles, Yamaha-sup- 
ported Scott Manning and Honda- 
mounted Mickey Kessler. 

Lap three action saw Glover 
shadowing Bailey, looking fora place 
to pass, and by lap five Glover had 
found his niche: he grabbed the lead 
and pulled out a few feet of breathing 
room on Bailey. King had gotten off 
the line near 10th, but was making 
the waves in a big way, scooting past 
Larson, Liles, Manning and Kessler 
into third. 

Glover held fast in his lines through 
lap five, keeping Bailey in second, 
while King continued to narrowly 
head the Liles/Larson/Manning trio. 
Bailey used an inside line to best 
advantage at the start of lap six and 
beat Glover to the next straightaway, 
then kept the lead for another three 
laps. But on the ninth lap, Glover 
again assumed the lead. 


In the final lap, Bailey was faced 





-with a four-second deficit as he looked 


at the rear fender of Glover. The dif- 
ference shrank to-less than a second 
with two corners left to go, and Bai- 
ley made one last effort to catch 
Glover. “I was just riding up the hill 
after Broc and must've hit a bump at 
an angle,” said Bailey. “The next 
thing I know the back end of the bike 
was in front of me, and it slammed 
me into the ground. My leg was caught 
in the handlebars and was twisted; I 
was just stunned and laid there.” 

Glover had already taken the 
checkered flag for the win, while 
King, Keller, Liles and Manning 
navigated around the fallen Bailey to 
round out the top five. 

Bailey was helped to his feet 
approximately 10 minutes after the 
mishap, and to the surprise of most, 
was on the line for the second moto. 

Glover, took a direct flight to the 
front of the pack, a spot he would 
hold for the duration. King clicked 
into second with JoJo Keller, Man- 
ning, Bailey and Liles in tow. 

At the end of the first lap, Glover 
carried a nearly five-second lead. 

After a shaky start, Bailey quickly 
got back in the groove; by the end of 
lap eight, he was a distant second. 
King held third, while a Keller/Liles

dogfight raged over fourth. 

Glover survived a crash in the late 
laps, and as his bike leaked a bit of 
engine oil, he sped on for the win. 
Bailey and King followed him home, 
while Liles managed to get the upper 
hand on Keller on the last lap to fin- 
ish fourth. 

“It feels great to win,” said Glover 
just before popping his champagne. 
“Jon Rosenstiel and I have been 
working hard toward this; we man- 
aged to get just a little more power 
out of the engine in the YZ490, and 
the chassis is a whole lot better than 
what we had last year.” 

For Liles, his first ride back after 
knee surgery and his debut in the 
500cc National class was a trying 
experience. “‘I’d feel better right now 
if someone had beat me witha baseball 
bat,” said Liles. “I had only about a 
week to train, and I’m just not back 
in shape yet. It’s not the way I wanted 
to start out, but things should get 
better since the next National is a 
month away.” e

Interview: Fred Merkel 





"Daytona 
is ours’

With this year’s Daytona 200 ready to feature the Superbike class on the center 
stage, Honda’s Fred Merkel carries with him an impressive race-win record 
which made him the AMA National Superbike Champion in 1984. He also 
brings along the certain knowledge — maybe even cocky attitude — that he 
already has the 200 in the bag. Whether or not he does will be seen March 10 at 
Daytona Speedway. 

Considering his age — just 22 — it would probably be easy to discount 
Merkel’s talk and figure him as just another one of the many who also claimed 
that they'd do the very same, only to fall out of the racing picture. Buta glance at 
last year’s Superbike win tally shows Merkel with 10 wins and a commanding 
35-point margin over his nearest competitor, Sam McDonald. That alone may 
be enough evidence that Merkel falls into Daytona’s “sure bet” column. 

But Fred isn’t the only one to have such a high opinion of his abilities. Team 
Honda Road Racing Manager Udo Geitl describes young Merkel, in the 18- 
month period that he’s raced Superbikes, as “the winningest road racer” he’s 
ever seen. 

Just a few weeks before Daytona, we got the chance to meet with Fred at 
American Honda’s racing department to discuss his plans for the upcoming 
event. With him was Geitl and mechanic Mike Velasco (who works on 
Merkel’s bikes with Merlyn Plumlee) to lend some technical details behind his 
rise to Superbike glory. 

Is Daytona going to be witness to a Fred Tide? Will everybody be better off 


Fred than dead? Nobody will know for sure until the checkered flag falls. 


This year marks your third ride at 
Daytona, right? 

Merkel: Yeah. The first time I went 
to Daytona was in 1982, and that was 
on a Yamaha TZ250. We didn’t do 
too well. We went about 10 laps in 
the Formula Two race, and the chain 
we used stretched so much that it 
came off. Still, it was a first class 
effort; my dad built all my racebikes, 
with all the trick stuff. Anyway, the 
next race after Daytona was River- 
side, and we almost lapped every- 
body. We won three races that year 
and finished second behind Sam 
McDonald. In the fall, at the AFM/ 
Budweiser Pro-Am (at Willow Springs 
Raceway), I was invited to ride Wes 
Cooley’s bike — he couldn't ride that 
weekend for some reason — for Yoshi- 
mura. I went out and qualified fast- 
est, then blew ’em away in the first 
leg. On the second leg, I fried the 
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clutch on the starting line. But, I had 
never ridden a bike that big before in 
my life. After that, Yoshimura invited 
me back to ride a race at Riverside, 
where I broke Eddie Lawson’s Super- 
bike track record. They were really 
impressed and tried to come up with 
a racing program for me in 1983. 


When did Honda offer you a ride? 
Merkel: Udo (Geitl, Team Honda’s 
Road Racing Manager) was calling 
me at about the same time. He was 
offering me a bike and parts, and I 
was still waiting for an answer on the 
Yoshimura deal. 


Did you have to decide between rid- 
ing for Honda or Yoshimura? 

Merkel: No. Finally Yoshimura called 
and said that they didn’t have the 
money to do the program. It took 
them almost to the end of January to 


call me, and I didn’t haye my bike 
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built yet. So I went with Honda on 
their Superbike support program for 
a bike and parts. Mert Lawwill did 
the tuning and I built the entire roll- 
ing chassis, then I had Tim Green 
working on the bikes for me. We both 
went on the road, and we got a third 
at our first race, Riverside, then we 
went back east and did real well. 
Wasn’t it at Wisconsin that you gota 
break with Honda? 

Merkel: My bike blew up at Elkhart 
Lake, but it was the first time I got to 
ride an RS500. Steve Wise crashed 
real hard, so they put me on the 500, 
but I was still on support. I didn’t 
sign a contract with the factory until 
the middle of August for the rest of 
the year and for '84. It wasn't until 
then that I finally got hooked up 
with the “Burner Brothers” here. 
What do you mean by that? 

Merkel: Mike Velasco and Merlyn 
Plumlee — they're great. I call them 
the “Burner Brothers” because they 
do whatever it takes to do the job to 
win. Because of them, last year was 
almost flawless ... well, I did fall 
down a couple of times. 

What happened? 

Merkel: I fell down at Loudon. I was 
kicking Dale Quarterley's butt, anda 
guy had fallen down, dropping a 
bunch of oil on the track, but they 








How does your wrist feel lately? 
Merkel: I can feel it; sometimes in the 
morning it hurts. When it’s cold, the 
screws let you know; they won’t come 
out until after the season’s over. 
With your return to Daytona next 
month, you’ve been really preparing 
for the task with having good bikes 
ready, good mechanics, a good atti- 
tude. But also, this year Daytona’s a 
different situation because the 200 is 
a Superbike race. What do you think 
about that? 

Merkel: I don’t know what’s going to 
happen, if the race is going to be in 
anybody’s favor. Having it a Super- 
bike race will definitely make it more 
interesting, but I don’t know how the 
public’s going to react to it. 

There seems to be mixed feelings 
about this year’s 200. 

Merkel: I don’t think half the specta- 
tors know the 200 is going to be a 
Superbike race. People come to Day- 
tona to see the Formula One race and 
see all the different bikes. But I think 
it’s going to be a big shock switching 
the 200 to Superbikes. We did some 
testing last November, ran a 200- 
miler, which took us 56 laps, and I 
had never taken a Superbike that far. 
It will take about two hours, and 
with the new track, I think it’s going 
to be more of a rider’s track then it

didn’t put the oil flag out until I went 
by and they were giving it to Quarter- 
ley. I was riding straight up and 
down on my Interceptor, and then I 
spun out and the bike went off and 
hit a tree. I was at the first aid trailer 
when my dad came running up to 
me, asking me if I could ride. I said 
that I could, and he said that the bike 
had been fixed — they are pretty fra- 
gile — they’re not made to bounce on 
the pavement then be ridden again. I 
told my dad that there was no way 
that the bike could be running again. 
Well, when I got back to the pits, 
Michael and Merlyn, and anybody 
else there, were swinging wrenches 
and on the restart I was on the last 
row. I ended up finishing second. 
When I fell down at Sears Point, I 
think I just leaned it over a little too 
far, drug the frame and lifted the 
front tire off the gound. I hit some 
haybales and broke my wrist in a 
couple of places; the next day I flew 
to Wyoming with Dr. Kieffer (ortho- 
pedic surgeon also known as For- 
mula One rider Dave Kieffer). He 
operated on my wrist, put in two 
screws, and 12 days later I was back 
on the bike in Minnesota. I played 
cat-and-mouse with Reuben McMur- 
ter and Sam McDonald until the last 
couple of laps. Then I stretched out 
the lead and won. It was pretty incred- 
ible, coming back two weeks later 
wr breaking tren amaie 





was before. 
Geitl: They made the track shorter in 
some areas. I think it’s going to be a 
new experience for everybody, but 
horsepower will still be the key to 
winning the 200. 
Merkel: The straightaways are in- 
credibly long, and the bowl sections 
are real steep, but you don’t notice 
that when you'reriding . . . Anyway, 
about the Formula Ones being on 
Friday, I think people come to Day- 
tona to see them. Indy cars can be 
compared to Formula One, and Super- 
bikes are like stock cars; and even 
though people go to Indianapolis, 
they don’t really relate to the Indy 
cars, they go because it’s Indy. So, 
people go to Daytona because of the 
Formula Ones. When I go to a race, I 
like to see a bike come out of a truck, 
and it’s a high-tech Formula One 
bike that’s totally trick that you hardly 
ever see, compared to a Superbike 
that’s a street bike modified into a 
racebike. I think seeing a Formula 
One bike is a bigger thrill. 
The thought is that people can relate 
more to Superbikes than Formula 
One bikes, because a Formula One is 
made out of aluminum and titanium 
and carbon fiber. 
Merkel: Well, you have to be a bike 
enthusiast to even begin to know 
what all of that’s about. 
bey kind of preparations have you 
making for Daytona? 
CHI 1 
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Merkel: What’s really benefitting us 
this year is that we’ve been constantly 
testing, whereas a lot of other guys 
don’t ride from the end of last season 
in November until Speed Week in 
March, which is about four or five 
months. When you don't ride for that 
length of time, when you get back on 
the bike during Speed Week it feels 
like a foreign object, it doesn’t feel 
right, you don’t feel right... We 
rented Willow Springs twice a week 
for three weeks to put in as many laps 
as possible ... The first session, I 
went in thinking that it would take 
all day to get back up to speed, but it 
took me eight laps to do it — that was 
a big boost after being off for a couple 
of months. Lately my training pro- 
gram has been changed completely 
from what it was in the past. I used to 
walk around looking like a gorilla 
because of my muscles; in fact, I had 
to tape up my leathers to get them to 
fit. I used to have a complete weight 
program, didn’t do too much run- 
ning or cardiovascular training. But 
now that’s changed to just two days a 
week with weights, and that’s about 
it — low weight, high rep, for endur- 
ance like a motocrosser where you 
have to be strong enough to stand a 
couple hours of beating. I also ride a 
bicycle about four days a week, do 
trail riding and some motocross, and 
surf. 

Mechanically-speaking, how are you 
prepared? 

Velasco: Since we began testing at 
Willow, I’ve been making the machine 
where it’s easier for Fred to ride, 
where it takes less effort to think 
about the bike. We're just perfecting 
everything we had last year, not 
changing a whole lot of stuff, because 
there’s not a whole lot that you can 
do to the street bikes. You just make 
sure that everything on them is a lit- 
tle bit better and more precise. Besides 
that, now we have to add a little 
weight to our bikes. 

Why? 

Geitl: Because of a rule change. Pre- 
viously, the minimum weight for 
Superbikes was 390 pounds; now it’s 
410, so our bike has to weigh 20 
pounds more. Even though I was at 
the AMA meeting on the rule, how 
they came to the conclusion of adding 
20 more pounds, I don’t know... 
What they do at Daytona will make 
very little difference, but I think that 
at some of the other tracks it will . . . 
This rule was intended to make it 
easier for other companies to come 
in, particularly Suzuki. But Bill Boyce 
and Wayne Moulton indicated that 
there are many other bikes that are 
air-cooled, and the new Suzuki is oil- 
cooled. Honda, Yamaha and Suzuki 
will have to all weigh the same, any- 
way, so I don’t quite understand 
what the objective is. As far as Suzuki 
goes, it’s going to be a real hardship, 
because it weighs 388 pounds. 
Merkel: The AMA has been comical 
about some of the rule changes they’ve 
made this year, especially with (a 
proposed rule in 1986 for) titanium 
(motor parts). People who were run- 
ning in race series other than the 
AMA were screaming and hollering 
to get rid of the titanium; but what 
they don’t realize is that by taking 
away titanium you take away about 
50% of the performance and reliabil- 
ity of your bike. The guys who have 
Honda motors now have all titanium 
stuff inside them, and I think if they 
(the AMA) make them switch tosteel 
there’s going to be a lot of broken 
motors because they won’t know how 
far to push their bikes. With steel 
parts, it doesn’t take long to burn a 
motor up — we found that out in 
1983. The thing that’s really wrong is 
to make racers go to steel (connecting) 
rods. By taking out titanium rods, 
you’re taking out a lot of reliability; 








with steel, you’re not getting as much 
performance or as many racing miles. 
Except for the couple of times that 
Fred fell down, there were no reliabil- 
ity problems with his Superbikes last 
year, right? 

Velasco: Of course we didn’t have to 
push them as much because we shifted 
the powerbands; Fred’s bikes will 
still spin, but there was no need to. 
According to some Superbike race- 
watchers, perhaps the main reason 
Fred won the Superbike title was 
because his bikes had a definite power 
advantage over the competition. 
Velasco: That’s not really true, if you 
look at some riders, like Sam McDon- 
ald because of his weight advantage: 
believe it or not, at some of the tracks, 
he had more power because of the 
acceleration advantage. I’ve got the 
best bikes and a lot of horsepower, 
but still, our advantage isn’t that far 
superior to a lot of the other guys. A 
big advantage is getting the chassis to 
where it works with the motor, and 
you're getting traction; you can have 
all the horsepower in the world, and 
if you can’t get it all on the ground 
and use it, then youaren’t going to be 
doing much. 

When did your racing career begin, 
Fred? 

Merkel: I started out racing dirt track 
for 12 years, then my family figured 
that I could do better in road racing, 
that there was a better future in it 
because there were more teams in- 
volved; with dirt track all there was 
was Harley-Davidson. So, in 1978, I 
rode my first road race. 

What was the transition like from 
dirt to road racing? 

Merkel: It was relatively easy; the 


. only thing you have to get used to is 


judging the speeds and distances. 
What makes a good road racer is being 
able to push the bike to where it slides 
in the corners and keeping it in con- 
trol, because once your bike slides it 
can’t goany faster. Also, being able to 
go into a corner farther and deeper 
than anybody else without trying to 
slow down — and not panicking — 
also makes a good road racer. Road 
racing is a matter of keeping up your 
momentum and going through things 
as fast-as possible. 

Were there any differences from rid- 
ing a lightweight road racer to Super- 
bikes? 

Merkel; Yeah. The biggest jump for 
me was when I jumped off my 125cc 
Honda to a TZ250 Yamaha — and 
boy! I thought I would never learn 
how to ride that thing! I rode a 
friend’s TZ one lap around Sears 
Point, and it was so fast, and I had 
never ridden a bike before with slicks 
on it. I rode it in three races and fin- 
ished around middle of the pack. I 
never thought I’d win a race on a 250 
until I went up to Washington and 
rode a couple of races there, and all of 
a sudden everything: clicked. But I 
had never been on a Superbike until 
December of 1982, and that was really 
spooky! It was a tryout on Hondas at 
Laguna Seca before I got asked by 
Yoshimura, and those were when 
they had those “animal” bikes, the 
1025cc jobs that Wise, Mike Baldwin 
and Freddie Spencer rode. That day, 
when my dad and I went home, I was 
almost in tears because I figured that 
I would never be able to ride those 
things! The bike had so much horse- 
power that I had to constantly pull 
myself up on the gas tank to stay on. 
By the time I came out of turn nine, I 
was all the way to the back of the seat 
trying to pull myself up. And over the 
rise I had to dig my knees into the gas 
tank just to hang on. That bike was 
so fast that I couldn't make it turn or 
do anything else. 

What was the Yoshimrua tryout like? 
Merkel: For some reason, that Suzuki 
of theirs handled so wéll, it had such

a mild powerband, compared to the 
Honda, which was like a two-stroke 
powerband — on and off. The Suzuki 
handled really well, and I just fell in 
love with it. The tryout was at Wil- 
low, and I was clicking off times as 
well as riders who've gone there all 
year long. That felt right until I 
jumped on the Interceptor, and it’s 
the best handling bike I've ever rid- 
den in my life. It’s asuper street bike, 
and it makes the best racebike there is. 
With everything that you’re doing to 
get ready for Daytona, what will you 
try to prove? 

Merkel: That I can beat Freddie Spen- 
cer, that I can beat the best in the 
world. I think he’s the best there is. 
Kenny Roberts is Mr. Motorcycle, the 
Arnold Swartzenegger of motorcyl- 
ing — Arnold made body-building 
what Kenny has made motorcycling. 
Kenny is my manager, in fact. His 
house isn’t that far from mine in 
Stockton. In the winter I go over to 
his place, and we’ll play racquetball 
or go hunting, stuff like that. I havea 
lot of respect for him. 

How excited are you about winning? 
Merkel: Right now I can’t sleep 
nights, I’m so psyched, and I’ve never 
been more serious about winning 
than I am now . .. Winning means 
everything in the world to me. To go 
out and beat Spencer, and beat every- 
body the way I want to beat them, the 
way I beat everybody last year — 
that’s my goal. 

What kind of strategy will you be 
using? 

Merkel: For a lot of guys, the 200 
makes them think that they have to 
keep their cool — for too long! Well, 
what advantage I've learned from last 
year is just hammer it right from the 
start. We've spent lots of time testing, 
so I know how much to push a new 
tire on a full tank of gas, and I'll be 
able to know in a couple of laps. So 
I'm just going to hammer it, From 
the green flag on, it’s going to be as 








fast as I can go; I’m going to put as 
much distance as I can between myself 
and second place. 

Will you be able to keep a handle on 
any unforeseen situations that may 
crop up, unknown factors? 

Velasco: That’s where good com- 
munication comes in, between the 
rider on the track and the mechanics. 
If there’s a problem, we'll be ready to 
do whatever we have to do; we've had 
plenty of practice changing wheels. 
It won’t matter what the situation is, 
if we can fix it, it will be done in the 
fastest time possible, which is a mat- 
ter of keeping your head. 

Besides Freddie, is there anybody else 
who you have to worry about? 
Merkel: You hear so many things 
about other bikes, other manufactur- 
ers, new riders, some kids who they 
say turn incredibly fast times at 
Willow and will blow off the big 
boys ... Well, after the last race of 
the season, my dad and I put our ear- 
plugs in, and we don't take them out 
until we're on the starting line at 
Daytona. And then what we hear is 
the truth. On the starting grid, when 
the two minute board's up, you’re on 
your own time... So, I just grin 
when I hear all of that stuff, because 
I'll be at Daytona just to compete 
against myself. I’m going to push 
myself to the limit, that’s why I’m 
pushing myself to the limit right 
now. I’m preparing myself for a full 
season to just totally annihilate every- 
one. I've had two goals in my career: 
One is to be the United States cham- 
pion, and eventually I'd like to go to 
Europe and become the World Cham- 
pion. 

People would say that’s mighty cocky 
talk to come from you. 

Merkel: I’m not being cocky; I’m out 
there to win. I’m paid to win, and I 
won’t accept anything less than win- 
ning. Second place is like kissing 
your sister — it doesn’t count. Day- 
tona is ours.” e 
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Ricky Orlando leads Rich Oliver (27) and Scott Gray (58) at Sears Point.

The cost of Superbike racing

Just what does it cost to be a professional 
Superbike racer? Are the guys out on the race 
track making tons of money and living a 
luxurious, jet-setting life? Or are they strug- 


gling along, trying to keep rac- 
ing at all costs, and losing 
money earned from more con- 
ventional jobs held between 
races? 

Ricky Orlando carries #6 in AMA 
Superbike racing for 1985, and #16 in 
Formula One. During the 1984 sea- 
son he campaigned his own VF750F 
Interceptor Superbike and ran the 
entire Superbike series except for 
events at Portland, Oregon; Willow 
Springs, California; and Brainerd, 
Minnesota. 

Orlando agreed to share with us 
the cost of his 1984 racing season, and 
the answer seems clear: he spent 
$14,563.30 more than he earned as a 
professional racer. 

Orlando estimates that he would 
have had an additional $3900 in ex- 
penses if he had attended the three 
events he missed in 1984. 

Included in those costs is the pur- 
chase of a $9000 HRC engine, but not 
the cost of building a competitive 
Superbike chassis; Orlando built his 
racebike chassis during the 1983 sea- 
son. Orlando views the engine as an 
investment, and says it made a huge 
difference in his competitiveness. 

At some races, Orlando ran his 
Honda in both the Superbike and 
Formula One events. In 1985 he’ll 
ride a TZ750 prepared by Carter Fisher 
in Formula One. 

The expenses listed under “tuner” 
include what Orlando paid Dennis 
Zickrick of MPC to tune and prepare 
the bike at races; the air fare costs 
involve flying Zickrick to various 
races that Orlando drove to in his 
van. Maintenance between races was 
provided by Zickrick as sponsorship 
of Orlando, and would otherwise 
have cost an additional $2700. 

Having someone help with tun- 
ing, tire changing, and general prep 
and maintenance at races can make 
all the difference in the world in a 
rider’s results, and that’s why Orlando 
bit the bullet and paid Zickrick for 
help. 

For 1985 Orlando’s effort will con- 
tinue with some sponsorship and 
contingency help from MPC (Motor- 
cycle Performance Center, Zickrick’s 
shop), Shoei Helmets, Sur-Tech (a 














friction-reducing metal treatment), 
Bassani, TK-7 Racing Fuel, Kushi- 
tani Leathers and Bel-Ray Oil. Besides 
the AMA Superbike and F-1 races, 
Orlando will enter the International 
Superbike Masters Series and the 1985 
Suzuka Eight-hour, a round of the 
Endurance World Championship; in 
1984 Orlando rode at Suzuka — the 
trip sponsored and bike furnished by 
a Japanese company — with Reuben 
McMurter and finished seventh. ©

Challenging the factory might

The Super Team. The name sounds as 
imposing as its concept: Take five riders and 
various Superbikes and combine them into a 
viable entity to do business in the Daytona 


200. The man behind the pro- 
ject, Tom Tucker, is optimis- 
tic. “I don’t want to make any 
predictions, but I believe all 
will finish and finish well.” 

The cast features a wide spectrum 
of backgrounds. and racing knowl- 
edge. Wes Cooley, the 1979-80 Super- 
bike champ and ’81 Daytona Super- 
bike race winner, has the most season- 
ing. Englishman Ron Haslam is a 
GP contender and finished third in 
the 1984 Daytona 200, the last year of 
the Formula One format for the race. 
Gary Scott, the 1975 AMA Grand 
National Champion, hasn't been on 
a road racer since the 1979 Daytona 
200 and has never raced a Superbike. 
Jimmy Filice, 1981 Camel Pro Series 
Rookie of the Year, has raced both 
Formula One and Formula Two. 
This will be his first outing on Super- 
bike equipment. The 1978 Camel Pro 
Series Rookie of the Year, Lance 
Jones, completes the team. Jones has 
road raced 250cc and Battle of the 
Twins machinery. 

Cooley and Haslam will ride Honda 
Interceptors which were campaigned 
by Sam McDonald last year. The 
McDonald equipment was the best of 
what was supported by Honda as 
outside, non-factory equipment. The 
bikes were bought earlier this year by 
road racer Dave Busby and are being 
rented to Super Team for Daytona. 
Super Team will provide an 
“umbrella” for Cooley and Haslam, 
giving them a base of operations and 
support. Haslam will be bringing his 
own mechanic from England with 
Cooley utilizing his own mechanic as 
well. 

Although riding with the Super 
Team, the two have backing from 
Steve McLaughlin and MCC Asso- 
ciates, the movers behind the pro- 
posed international Masters Superbike 
Series, which McLaughlin hopes to 
obtain FIM sanction for by mid- 





March. 

Scott and Filice comprise another 
part of the team. They will be riding 
Yamaha FZ750s which have been 
undergoing nearly non-stop race prep- 
aration since the bikes were picked 
up on Monday, February 25. 

“I called Kenny Clark of Yamaha 
about the FZ,” said Tucker. “He said 
he had two and I grabbed them. Clark 
and the rest of the Yamaha people 
were very open about what had been 
done to their bikes and with sugges- 
tions on what we needed to do to 
ours. We're working out of a shop at 
the Port Orange (Florida) home of 
former dirt tracker Irv MacDougall. 
In addition to myself and team man- 
ager Gary Nixon, we've got tuners 
Dan Thompson and Woody Kyle 
working on the Yamahas. There were 
no race kits with the bikes, so we’re 
doing our own.” 

Thompson will handle the tuning 
chores on Scott's bike while Lou 
Valegra is maintaining the Filice 
machine. 

Jones will ride a Honda Intercep- 
tor, race prepped by Woody Kyle. 
The bike is stock except for minor 
changes. 

“As of Thursday, February 28, we 
don't have a major sponsor for the 
team,” said Tucker. “We hope to 
have one by the time racing gets 
underway. Right now you could say 
the team is operating on a shoestring 
budget. We like to think we've got the 
home court advantage while Honda 
has the advantage in money and 
technology. SuperTrapp, Valvoline 
and KK Motorcycle Supply have pro- 
vided most of the assistance for things 
we'll need at the track. What people 
won't see is the network of other peo- 
ple behind us who are providing 
lodging, meals, special assistance and 
a lot more. I grew up in Daytona, 
worked here and have a lot of friends 
here — that’s the home court advan- 
tage.” ə

Cunningham romps 
in Brickhouse 100

In a command performance, Terry Cunning- 
ham turned in a superb ride to handily win 
the Brickhouse 100 National and give notice 
he is out to win a third series title. 


Cunningham, riding his Hus- 
qvarna Automatic in a very 
aggressive manner, turned ina 
21-point score to easily better 
the 27-point ride of Kawasaki rider 
Jeff Fredette. “If all the Nationals 
were like this one I'd say right now 
that I could win a third title with no 
sweat,” said Cunningham after his 
win. “Unfortunately, they aren’t.” 
Mike Melton, the 1983 National 
Champion, took himself out of con- 
tention for the title in crash two days 
before the National. Melton broke 
two bones in his. lower left forearm 





and was operated on to repair nerve 
damage on Tuesday following the 
event. Melton, with a win in the ser- 
ies opener, had been favored in the 
Carolina National. 


The sponsoring Columbia Enduro 
Riders used the Brickhouse Camp- 
ground area in the Sumter National 
Forest for the first time since 1979. 
The three-loop layout gave the riders 
an optimum time of six hours of 
riding.

competition as well as nearly two- 
thirds of the AA-ranked riders in the 
series. 

Dwight Rudder and fellow Husky 
rider Ray Mungenast led the AA class 
riders — each spaced at least one row 
apart — off the start. 


“At first I thought the early number 
and being the second AA rider out 
would bea problem,” said Mungenast, 
“but once I got started it worked out 
alright. They threw the good stuff at 
you right away witha long section of 
bogs and some creek crossings which 
had sandy bottoms. The creeks were a 
problem and cost me some points.” 


Darryl Kuenzer, who finished third 
overall aboard a Husky, was also 
among the first AA riders out, but 
Kuenzer is one of those riders who 
likes an early number. 

“I tried to get the organizers to 
change my number to a later one 
because I wanted to replace my rear 
brake shoes and I didn’t have much 
time. They wouldn’t and I did a rush 
job that turned out alright,” said 
Kuenzer afterward. 

Gas crews were treated to a very 
easy day since the organizers located 
the gas stops at the end of the first and 
second loop right at the start/finish 
area. That allowed many riders to get 
in a bit of extra maintenance which 
they otherwise might not have had 
tools and/or parts for. 

Geoff Ballard was one who used 
his time at the second stop to repair a 
problem with his front brake, but his 
work went for nothing. 

“I thought I had the brakes fixed,” 
said Ballard, “but soon after I left the 
gas stop I lost the use of the front 
brake completely. Then it started to 
rain and the two things combined 
cost me a point or two.” 

Can-Am’sBallard carded a 31-point 
tally to land him in seventh overall 
via some good scores in the two tie- 
breaker checks which put him on top 
of a tied score with Barry Higgins 
and Mungenast. 

Fifth overall was also decided at 
the tiebreakers with Can-Am’s John 
Martin edging Husqvarna’s Dave Ber- 
tram at 30 points. 

“I need two or three events to get 
back the edge,” said Martin. “You 











can’t get too much practice in the 
wintertime in Duluth, Minnesota. 
This wasn’t the best type of terrain 
for me with all those swampy sections 
because I’m too cotton picking short 
to do much when I really get stuck.” 


Bertram noted the soggy conditions 
in the first tough section saying that 
getting stuck two times while trying 
to get around other riders bogged 
down cost him two to three points. 
“After getting stuck and knowing I 
lost those extra points I got a bit 
detuned and wasn’t on the gas enough 
for the rest of the day.” 

Higgins, who took the overall win 
in the A division, had one of the 
funnier incidents of the day happen 
to him. “I was running along full tilt 
in third gear when suddenly there 
was this check right in front of me,” 
related Higgins. “I locked up both 
brakes, tipped the bike over and slid 
through which caused quite a bit of 
excitement. It didn’t faze the guy who 
was doing the checking because he 
came over and marked my card while 
I was lying on the ground.” 

Higgins, aboard a KTM out of his 
H&H Maico-Husqvarna-KTM shop, 
also had advice for those riders who 
got stuck or had problems with the 
creek crossings. “Turn the throttle 
wide open in third gear and shut your 
eyes,” he said while trying to sup- 
press a grin. 

Pete Leonard, the New England 
Trail Riders Association’s enduro and 
hare scrambles champion, made his 
trip to South Carolina worthwhile by 
picking up second place in the 250cc 
A class. 

Fritz Kadlec had one of those days 
you always hear about and hope it 
never happens to you. “If one thing 
went wrong, everything went wrong,” 
said Kadlec after the run. “I burned 
the first check and then sat there dis- 
puting it with the check people. After 
that, I got stuck in mudholes a couple 
of times and then, to top it off, I got 
the mileage off at a reset and that cost 
me more points. It was a dumb day, 
that’s the only way to describe it.” 
Husky rider Kadlec still managed to 
salvage 14th overall. 

Kevin Hines had what he described

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Brad Lackey’s 
championship 
training 
program

This and future installments are excerpted from Championship Training, 
featuring Brad Lackey, by Brad's personal trainer, Dean Miller, and Len Weed. 
All first person comments are by Dean Miller. 

Be aware that many areas of sports medicine, training, and nutrition do not 
offer black-and-white answers. Training is as much an art form as it is a science. 
In many ways, preparing an athlete is similar to tuning a racing engine. It’s part 
study, part experiment, part dreaming up new approaches, part trying different 
combinations. It’s putting past results and present ideas together, searching for 


something that works better. 


Research often suggests answers but conclusive evidence may be lacking. And 
continuing research sometimes questions or invalidates principles and ap- 
proaches previously accepted, Differing views, where applicable, will be men- 
tioned along with indications of new research that may change prevailing views. 





An Athlete has to play the genetic 
cards he’s dealt. Some qualities, such 
as height, are fixed. Other qualities 
vary significantly within genetic 
potential. For example, with stam- 
ina, strength, or endurance, you get 
what you pay for by training. 
Genetic Traits 

In his book, The Superfitness 
Handbook, Ellington Darden, Ph.D., 
points out five genetic qualities of 
particular value to athletes: 

Bodily proportion. A weight lifter 
must have a high muscle content. A 
basketball center must be tall. A foot- 
ball lineman must be broad and bulky. 

Skeletal formation. Bone size and 
shape helps determine bodily pro- 
portions. Large bones allow the 
development of large muscles. Small 
bones generally don’t. 

Neurological efficiency. The ner- 
vous system triggers motion, the 
muscles respond. There's a varying 
range of response in athletes and 
non-athletes, Research indicates that 
most people can only contract about 
30 percent of the fibers in a muscle 
group under maximum stress. Forty 

-percent efficiency is rare. Some peo- 
ple may only have 20 percent effi- 
ciency, or less. Neurological effi- 
ciency, however, does not necessarily 
assure athletic success in many sports, 
only the potential for success. 

Muscle length. Longer muscles 
have the greatest potential for 
strength. More length generally means 
more width and thus greater muscle 
volume. Muscle length is not neces- 
sarily consistent in the same body. 
Some muscles may be longer than 
average for body size while others are 
shorter. 





Body fat. Studies indicate that the 
quantity of adipose cells, the fat 
accumulators in the body, is an in- 
herited trait. Fat cells continue to 
increase until adulthood. (The aver- 
age adult body has 25 to 30 billion fat 
cells. An overweight individual may 
have 50 billion cells or more.) It is 
thought, but not substantiated, that 
nutrition and exercise during child- 
hood may affect the final number of 
adult fat cells. 


Body types 

Somatotyping, a concept developed 
by Dr. W.H. Sheldon, categorizes all 
bodies into one of three tendency 
classifications: 

Endomorph. A tendency to a soft, 
rounded, slightly overweight shape. 

Mesomorph. A tendency toward 
large amounts of muscle tissue. A 
mesomorph displays the classic tri- 
angular upper-body shape. 

Ectomorph. A tendency toward 
slimness. Ectomorphs have less than 
normal body fat and muscle tissue. 

These classifications are general, 
but one of the three tendencies is usu- 
ally more apparent in most individ- 
uals. 

Ectomorphs have the potential to 
be successful at endurance sports like 
distance running, but can’t expect 
the success of amesomorph at weight 
lifting or body building. Endor- 
morphs often do better at high skill 
sports that require less strength or 
endurance. A successful bowler may 
be short and overweight, but endo- 
morphs rarely win marathons. 


Lean body weight 


Lean body weight presents a more 
accurate picture -of the athletic 





machine than total weight. Lean 
weight includes bones, muscles, 
organs — everything except fat. Lean 
body weight can be determined by: 

O Caliper skin fold measurement. 

O Underwater weighing. 

The skin fold test uses measure- 
ments (usually the tricep and supra- 
illiac, midway up the torso) which 
generally offer an accurate estimate 
of the percentage of body fat. Male 
athletes in their early 20s generally 
range from eight to 14 percent. (The 
average for all males in their early 20s 
is 12-15 percent fat; females average 
18-25 percent.) 

Underwater weighing is a more 
accurate but complicated method for 
measuring lean body weight. The 
subject is lowered underwater, then 
weighed after exhaling so the air 
remaining in his lungs has minimal 
effect on bouyancy. Since body fat is 
bouyant, it does not register on the 
underwater scale. A minor adjust- 
ment is then made to the reading to 
allow for air in the body. 


Interval training 

Interval training alternates stress 
and rest periods. The athlete often 
works at a less-than-maximum (but 
greater- than-competition) level for a 
given time period, recovers partially 
during a specified light or no-work 
rest-period, then repeats the exertion: 








Sometimes, maximum bursts are alter- 
nated with rest periods. 

Interval training is favored by many 
runners because, compared to con- 
tinuous exertion, it offers the oppor- 
tunity to use heavier workloads while 
minimizing fatigue. Some studies 
indicate the work load may be as 
muchas three times greater than that 
possible working continuously. 

The stress and rest periods of inter- 
val training involve four elements 
that are determined before exercise 
begins: 


O Distance. 

O Pace. 

O Recovery time (distance and 

pace). 

O Number of repetitions. 

The ratio between stress and rest 
periods depends on the intensity and 
length of the work period. The more 
intense the work, the longer the rest 
period relative to the work period. 

Many interval programs are de- 
signed to raise the pulse to a certain 
level, then allow it to drop to a lower 
level (usually 120 to 130) before 
resuming intense effort. 

Interval training teaches the body 
to adapt to working harder for longer 
durations and to recover faster. The 
muscles become more tolerant of lac- 
tic acid and more efficient at reduc- 
ing it» Recovery time necessary before 


the next workout may also be shor- 
tened because the exercise includes 
rest intervals rather than continuous 
stressing. 

Middle-distance runners rely heav- 
ily on interval training. They'll run a 
series of shorter distances such as 
220s, 330s, and 440s at selected (faster- 
than-competition) paces, controlling 
the rest periods to intensify or reduce 
the overall training effect. This train- 
ing stresses their bodies for making a 
passing move, holding off a pass, or 
kicking for the finish line. 

Intensifying the pace and/or shor- 
tening the recovery phase produces 
better results than just doing more 
repetitions. This is especially true 
when a training plateau is reached. 

Interval training can also be used 
for bicycling or swimming. 

Burst efforts. A maximum effort 
for 10 to 30 seconds followed by a rest 
period three times longer than the 
work period. 

Longer anaerobic efforts. A work 
period ranging from 30 to 120 seconds 
with the heart rate level at 85-95 per- 
cent of maximum. A 1:3 stress/rest 
ratio is recommended for work periods 
up to one minute; a 1:2 stress/rest 
ratio is recommended for efforts 
exceeding one minute. 

Anerobic threshold efforts. A work 
period of three to five minutes at or 
below the anaerobic threshold (about 
70 percent of maximum heart rate) 
followed by a rest period of light 
pedaling for an equal length of time. 


Circuit training 

Circuit training applies an inter- 
val approach to completing a series 
of weight or calisthentic exercises. 
Each exercise is, in effect, a station 
along a circuit. Rest periods are min- 
imal to improve stamina. Some pro- 
grams also include running from each 
exercise station to the next for stam- 
ina training. 

Numerous variations are possible. 
Some programs emphasize strength 
training — low repetitions to tem- 
porary failure. Other programs place 
a greater emphasis on muscular endu- 
rance. 

A typical weight-circuit might use 
10 stations, alternating 30 seconds of 
work on each weight machine or free 
weight with 30 seconds of rest. With 
this variation an exerciser will have 
time to do 12 to 15 repetitions using a 
resistance equal to about 40 percent 
of his one-repetition maximum. One 
complete circuit takes 10 minutes. 
Two circuits, four times a week, are 
recommended. 

Supercircuit training substitutes 
running in place or around the exer- 
cise room during the 30-second breaks 
after each weight exercise. 

Studies done by Dr. Kenneth Cooper 
indicate oo percent increase in 
aerobic capåcity is possible from cir- 
cuit weight training. Supercircuit 
training may increase aerobic capac- 
ity as much as 12 percent. 

Cross-country circuit training 
(developed in Scandanavia) adds the 
element of runs between exercise stops 
located along a one to five mile 
course. 

For our 1982 program we inserted a 
form of calisthentics circuit training 
I feel was the most successful factor 
for getting Brad in top physical 
condition. 

Circuit training offers total body 
involvement while building muscu- 
lar endurance — the ability to keep 
going after crossing the anaerobic 
threshold. 

Our circuit training, which lasted 
20 to 30 minutes, allowed us to stress 
Brad’s anaerobic fitness and refresh- 
en his entire body with blood and 
oxygen. These workouts began about 
two months before the beginning of 
the season. 








Motocrossers, in general, have ex- 
cellent oxygen uptake. That can be 
attributed to the endurance aspects of 
sport. I’ve tested 14-year-olds who 
have only been riding two years that 
record 60 to 70 milliliters of oxygen 
per minute, well above normal 
athletes. 

Becasue of this significant aerobic 
capacity, it’s difficult to put an ath- 
lete like Brad Lackey into an anerobic 
training zone. We found the best way 
to do it was a combination of run- 
ning and calisthentics on a racquet- 
ball court, keeping the heart rate 
level at about 180 to 200 beats per 
minute as we rotated frome one mus- 
cle exercise to another, burning out 
each muscle group. Running — from 
the midline to one wall, back to the 
opposite wall, and then back to the 
midline — was inserted between each 
exercise period. 

We generally did this training at 
the end of our cardiovascular sessions 
every day. We'd do some stretching 
after our run, blow it out a bit, and 
kick into the circuit training. 

A typical circuit might include: 

O Run the length of the court, back 
and forth. (Six times to begin the 
set, just once between each exer- 
cise burst.) 

O 100 vertical jumps. 

O Run the walls. 

O 20 jumping jacks. 

O Run the walls. 

O 15 situps. 

O Run the walls. 

O 25 pushups. 

O Run the walls. 

O 15 burpees. 

O Run the walls. 

O 15 mountain climbers. 

O Run the walls 

O Jump rope. 

O Rest 30-90 seconds with legs up 
against wall. 

The first set lasted about three to 
five minutes, full out, without stop- 
ping. 

After each set Brad got on his back 
with his legs up against the wall so 
that gravity could help bring more 
blood down to his heart and lungs for 
fresh oxygenation. I made sure Brad 
flattened his back and concentrated 
on breath control while on the floor. 
(Exercisers have a tendency to arch 
the back when they’re tatigued.) 
The rest period ranged from 30 to 90 
seconds. 

The second set usually lasted about 
seven to eight minutes.After another 
brief rest, he finished with an eight 
to 10 minute set. 

Circuit training stress allows the 
racer — 35 minutes into a tough 
moto — to think: I know my body. I 
know where my conditioning is going 
to take me. I know I can hold off this 
threat or make this pass. I know my 
legs are supposed to feel this fatigued, 
but I also know they can keep 
working. 

I feel the circuit training gave Brad 
one less thing to worry about. He had 
more confidence because of his superb 
fitness. He knew he was prepared. All 
he had to worry about was getting to 
the races and doing his job. 

When he needed a sudden burst of 
energy, such as picking up his bike 
and getting restarted in mud when 
his heart rate was already up to 180, 
his mind was able to convince his 
body it could perform. °

Titles wrapped up

Over 500 amateur motocrossers from all over 
the state were on hand today at Lake Madera, 
California, for the final round of the Con- 


tinental Motosport 


Golden State Amateur Nation- 


als. One of the top riders of the 
series was Kawasaki rider Jeff 
Matiasevich, who claimed class 
championships in both the 125 and 
250cc Intermediate classes, while 
Honda rider Eric Marnoch clinched 
the championship in the 500cc Inter- 
mediate class. 

In the 125cc Intermediate class, 
Matiasevich took the championship 
by only two points over another Kawa- 
saki rider, Mike Kiedrowski, 357-355. 
Today, Matiasevich captured the win 
in both motos, while Kiedrowski fin- 
ished second overall with a 3-2 score. 
In the 250s, Matiasevich, again, won 
both motos. Marnoch also ended the 
series on a winning note by using a 
2-1 tally to win the 500cc Intermediate 
class. 

Steve Luceste, riding a Kawasaki, 
roosted to the front of the pack at the 
start of the first 125cc Intermediate 
moto, just ahead of Matiasevich, Gene 
Baldwin (Hon) and Doug Belcher 
(Kaw). Early in the race, Belcher 
moved into the lead and developed a 
four second lead over Matiasevich, 
who had slid into second. Baldwin 
and Luceste then engaged in a tough 
duel for third. Luceste tried to pass 
Baldwin but got out of shape when 
he hit some rough terrain, then he 
crashed and dropped to sixth. This 
put Kiedrowski into fourth. How- 
ever, Kiedrowski also crashed two 
turns later when he went into a berm 
a little too hot and went down; he 


quickly recovered but lost a couple of ,

positions. 

At this point, the top three riders 
were Belcher, Matiasevich and Bald- 
win. Inarough straight, Matiasevich 
pulled up along side of Belcher and 
made the pass, netting him the lead. 

Meanwhile, Kiedrowski was on the 
move and passed Kawasaki rider 
Frankie Brundage and Baldwin on 
the last lap to take third in the moto. 

The second moto featured a duel 
between Matiasevich and Kiedrowski. 
At the start, though, it was Matiase- 
vich with the holeshot, but Baldwin 
followed in second. However, a few 
turns later, Kiedrowski slipped by 
Baldwin and set after the leader. 
Kawasaki rider Terry Bostard also 
found a way around Baldwin for 
third, then the top three Kawasaki 
riders started to pull away from the 
rest of the pack. Near the end of the 
race, Kiedrowski started to pressure 
Matiasevich, but it wasn’t close 
enough to try and makea pass. Third 
went to Bostard, who finished ahead 
of Ty Davis and Brundage. 

At the start of the first 250cc Inter- 
mediate moto, Marnoch and his 
Honda shot into the lead that was 
only short-lived. Over a jump, Mar- 
noch’s Honda kicked radically to the 
side; causing him to crash pretty 
hard. As he crashed, another Honda 
rider Steve Piattoni centerpunched 
Marnoch, that put Piattoni on the 
ground, also. Neither riders were hurt 
in the pile-up and they both re- 
entered the race. 

Taking over the lead was Honda-

followed by Matiasevich and Pat 
Sparks (Hon). During the first lap, 
Matiasevich passed Redding and 
started to extend his lead, while Sparks 
also found a way around Redding. 
Yamaha rider Scott Myers soon moved 
into third and set his sight on the 
second place rider Sparks. Riding 
like a wildman, Myers caught up to 
Sparks and tried to make a pass. At 
one point, Myers slid out and almost 
lost control of the third position. 
However, he managed to pick up his 
pace again and reeled in Sparks. The 
two banged handlebars a few times as 
the race progressed until Myers finally 
found his opening and passed Sparks. 
But Myers wasn’t done quite yet — he 
then started to inch closer to the 
leader Matiasevich, but when the 
checkered flag appeared, Matiasevich 
managed to hold on to a five-second 
lead over the flying Myers. Sparks 
took third, while Brundage settled 
for fourth. 

Myers jumped out to the early lead 
in the second moto with Honda rider 
Tim Whitlock and Matiasevich hot 
on his rear fender. Matiasevich didn’t 
waste any time getting around Whit- 
lock and started gaining ground on 
Myers. Following Whitlock was Red- 
ding, Tony Strangio (Kaw) and 
Brundage. 

Up front, the battle between Myers 
and Matiasevich started getting real 
close. While Matiasevich hounded 
Myers, Myers gota bit sideways allow- 
ing Matiasevich by. Matiasevich took 
the moto win ahead of Myers, Whit- 
lock, Brundage, Redding and 
Strangio. 

In the 500cc Intermediate class, 
Honda rider Aaron Pipes roosted to 
the front of the pack followed by 
Marnoch. However, Pipes’ lead only 
lasted until the off-camber section 
where Marnoch cruised by. In third 
followed Ken Wolcott (Hon). A few 
laps later, Marnoch mellowed down 
his pace a little too much, enabling 
Pipes to get close, close enough that 
Pipes managed to pass Marnoch and 
retake the lead. Near the end of the 
race, Marnoch gota second wind and 
tried to repass Pipes, but couldn’t. 
Third went to Wolcott, followed by 
Jack Azevedo (Hon) and Loren Poch- 
rowski (Hon). 

The second moto was all Marnoch’s 
— he stole the holeshot and never 
looked back. His lead climbed to 14 
seconds by the end of the race over 
Pipes and: Wolcott finished second

Suzuki’s Barry Sheene was severely 
injured ata Daytona test session, suf- 
fering a broken left leg, collarbone, 
rib and wrist. Sheene spilled near the 
start-finish line at 170 mph when his 
rear tire shredded. 


All teams were busy preparing for the 
Daytona 200 classic, with the contest 
for the checkered expected to be 
between Yamaha riders Kenny 
Roberts and Giacomo Agostini. Both 
Roberts and Ago are expected to use 
bikes featuring a monoshock rear 
suspension — the rest of Yamaha's 
team bikes will have conventional 
suspensions. Paul Smart and Cliff 
Carr have been dropped from Suzu- 
ki’s team; Gary Nixon and David 
Aldana will be wearing the blue and 
white Suzuki colors. Yvon DuHamel 
and Jim Evans will be riding team 
Kawasaki KR750s, and Kurt Lieb- 
man and Reg Pridmore will be aboard 
ultra-trick BMW 750cc GP bikes. As 
of this time, Honda, Norton-Triumph 
and Harley-Davidson have not entered 
factory efforts in this year’s 200. 


Moto Villa entered the U.S. market, 
introducing 250cc and 480cc moto- 
cross machines. Both bikes were tested, 
and the big Moto Villa was found to 
produce 53 horsepower. Reviewer 
John Huetter commented: “This is 
more power than any rideable moto- 
cross engine we know about or ever 
care to hear about.” 


A crowd of 48,000 packed into Texas 
Stadium in Irving, Texas for the 1975 
Yamaha Super Series of Motocross. 
Can-Am mounted Jimmy Ellis com- 
pletely dominated the four-moto 250cc 
class, with three wins and a second 
place finish behind Marty Smith. 
Steve Stackable took his new factory 
Maico GP400 to the Open class vic- 
tory, winning after a last-lap clash 
with Tony DiStefano in the first 
moto. It appeared that Stackable 
blocked DiStefano, causing him to 
crash, but actually DiStefano’s gear- 
box packed up and caused the fall. 


The CMC hosted a privateer day at 
Willow Springs, and inaugurated a 
four-stroke GP class “. . . designed 
to get all those old Manx Nortons out 
of peoples’ garages.” The new class 
was won by Kaming Ko aboard a 
500cc Yoshimura Honda, followed 
by David Breetwor and his John 
Player Norton. Dick Pearce won the 
125/200 GP race riding a Greeves 
Silverstone — a bike that was as old 
as many of the riders in that class. 


Bob Balentine won the overall at the 
DRA Triple Hare Scrambles held at 
California City. Kevin Hasten was 
clearly the fastest of a large group of 
Experts entering the event, but on the 
third loop his brake cable snagged, 
locked the front brake full on, and 
sent him into a brutal high-speed 
crash. Though shaken up, Hasten 
recovered and placed second overall 
and first Open Expert. Benny Padilla 
nursed a sick transmission around 
the last loop to take third place. ©

Le Touquet to 
van der Ven

LE TOUQUET, FRANCE, FEB. 17 


Kees van der Ven won the 11th Le Touquet 
three-hour beach race, for the fourth consecu- 
tive year, beating over 1000 other riders in 
front of 250,000 enthusiastic spectators at 


this tiny northern France sea- 


side resort. 

The whole weekend smacks 
of French style, from the hun- 
dreds of vans lining the shore selling 
Stella Artois lager, frites (fries) smo- 
thered in mayonnaise and long, thin 
sandwiches crammed with ham or 
pate’, to the showmanship that goes 
into getting the race started. 

The racers have to leave their bikes 





ter of the town, half a mile from the 
beach. 

Half an hour before the scheduled 
start the gates are opened and utter 
mayhem breaks out. Bikes stream 10 
abreast down the narrow streets more 
used to strolling holidaymakers. 

Many don’t even reach the beach. 
The streets are covered in treacherous 
films of sand and this year had the 
extra hazard of ice. The crashes start 
even before the race does. 

On the beach the tension grows as 








the rumble from the town gets louder 
until toa massive shout the first bikes 
appear. It takes 10 minutes for the 
line to fill up. 

In theory a cannon starts the race. 
In practice the first rider to move gets 
it going and the thunderflash fire- 
works follow. 

This year was no different despite a 
five-foot high wooden start gate. 
When patience ran out the gate was 
pushed over and the race was on. 
There’s no way of calling back 1,000 
well-pumped racers. 

Before hitting the dunes for the 
first time, the field blasts down a 
three-mile straight the full length of 
the beach. : 

Now the fans get what they came 
for. Crashes. 

Too many excited riders over-rev 
bikes that have been standing in a 
frozen car park all night and they 
seize, often throwing rider and bike 
to the ground to provoke a pileup. 

As for the last three years, KTM 
works rider Kees van der Ven took the 
win, but for once he had to fight for 
it, ironically against one of his own 
teammates. 

Young Belgian KTM hope Jacky 
Martens took the lead on the second 
lap after Frenchman Jacky Vimond, 
on a Yamaha, had sent the crowd 
crazy by leading for the first, and it 
took van der Ven over two hours to 
close the gap. But all the time the 
27-year-old vastly experienced Dutch- 
man seemed to have the race measured. 

From two minutes, he slowly cut 
Martens’ lead down to 30 seconds 
before sitting easy for a lap and then 
striking. 

Next time around the eight-mile 
track, van der Ven had taken over, 45 
minutes from the end. 

From then it was settled, only the 
placemen still had a fight on their 
hands and it was a tussle that ended 
in controversy and disappointment. 











Disappointment for Martens who 
lost his KTM’s muffler on the last lap 
and slipped to fifth as the power 
dropped off. 


Disappointment for Swedish MX 
World Champion Hakan Carqvist 
who burnt out his Yamaha’s clutch 
on the last lap while holding second. 


And controversy as first Martens 
and then third man across the line, 
Ireland's Laurence Spence, who rode 
a Kawasaki, were disqualified for 
course cutting. 

The organizers claimed Martens 
had entered the pits the wrong way 
for his third and last fuel stop, the 
same reason they threw him out last 
year. While Spence was said to have 
cut the course to avoid a snarl up of 
riders on a hill. 

Spence claimed marshals had 
directed him and all the other leading 
riders around the hazard and he had 
followed them without gaining any 
advantages, while others, including 
winner van der Ven and eventual 
second placeman, KTM’s Jaak van 
Velthoven, had been helped by the 
partisan crowd as they pushed their 
bikes through the snarl up. 

Appeals were lodged but the French 
organizers were still considering the 
evidence two days after the race 
finished. 

Sole American rider Chuck Stearns 
hada brilliant start under the French 
Sonauto Gauloises Yamaha banner, 
holding third after a lap, but he 
crashed heavily in the last hour, injur- 
ing a wrist while still in the leading 
bunch and slipped back to 81st in the 
final reckoning. e

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Chatting with the champ

Ricky Graham’s 1985 AMA Grand National Championship season didn’t start 
the way he planned. Instead, the defending Camel Pro Series champ ended his 
racing at Houston before it really began. He took a ride to the hospital after a 
crash on the opening lap of the TT National left him withaslight concussion, a 
compressed vertebra, a broken thumb, two cracked ribs — although they may 
have come from an earlier accident — and enough bumps and bruises to last him 
the entire season. Graham spent five days in the hospital in Houston before 
returning to his Seaside, California, home. We caught up with Graham prior to 
his crash for the bulk of this interview and added some information from a later 


phone call. 


How are you feeling? 

Well, I’m bruised all over and pretty 
scraped up. What really hurts now 
(Friday, February 15) are the upper 
part of my legs. I guess I must have 
smacked the handlebars when I went 
down or the bike hit me afterward. 
One thing for sure is that I went 


down hard. They wouldn’t even let 
me out of bed to move around until 
Wednesday and that was because of a 
mistake a nurse made in thinking I 
was going to a therapy session. I got 
up and walked around some when 
she told me that and then I began 
thinking if I can move this well here 








then I’m going home. I flew back to 
California on Thursday and I’m going 
to take it easy for a while until every- 
thing feels back together. I’m glad 
this isn’t the middle of the season 
with races every weekend. I’ve got 
plenty of time to heal since the next 
National isn’t until March 30 at Ascot. 
You don’t seem to have many prob- 
lems with injuries while racing, yet 
off the track you seem to be jinxed. 
What’s the problem? 

I think it’s because when I’m on the 
track and racing, I’m more serious 
about things than when I’m out trail 
riding. You can get out on the trail 
and begin to have so much fun that 
you forget about things you shouldn't. 
Near the end of January I was out 
riding with my friend, Jeff Haney, 
and we were both in an accident with 
a truck. We were looking for new 
trails in the mountains near Big Sur 
and had been out riding all day. I 
played leader in the morning and was 
usually shutting off for the tight 
turns. In the afternoon, Jeff led. We 
were heading back to camp on an old 
dirt road and Jeff was cooking right 
along and I was trying to catch up. 
Suddenly, there was the truck and I 
was watching Jeff run head on into 
it. I don’t know how he got away 
with not getting anything more than 
a back injury because I thought for 
sure he was dead. While all this was 
happening I was trying to maneuver 
past the truck, but ended up side- 
swiping it. I hit my left knee really 
hard and it began to swell up right 
away, but since it didn’t hurt imme- 
diately I knew I hadn't torn liga- 
ments or anything. It kept swelling 
up and then it began to hurt — bad. I 
was pretty battered also. To make 
matters worse, I had cracked a bone 
in my right ankle a week before, but 
didn’t know it. I had them x-ray it 
when they looked at my knee. The 
ankle injury was a freak accident 
which happened when the kickstarter 
kicked back on me when I was starting 
my bike to go riding with another 
friend, Scott Pearson. Between those 
two things, I was out of doing any 
riding to get in shape for Houston. 
Given your problems with injuries, 
how do you see the coming season? 
Barring more injuries or something 
else strange happening I feel I can 
win at least six Nationals. I wasn’t in 
shape for any of the TT Nationals 
last year because I never seemed to be 
100 percent healed from this injury or 
that and I did fairly well in them. 
Here, we're starting the '85 season 
and I’m in that same boat. 

It would be neat to go through a 
season without injury. If I could ever 
get both my legs in shape at one time 
so I could start working on them 
to get some real strength in them 
then I think I could be an even better 








rider. 

Is it any easier defending the title the 
second time around? 

I don’t really think about defending 
the title. This year will be like all the 
other ones I’ve raced. I’ve said it a 
number of times that being Number 
One wasn’t one of my absolute goals 
in racing. I race to do the best I can 
and if you doreally good then Number 
One is your reward. I still have the 
same outlook I had when I started 
racing and that’s go to the track look- 
ing for the victory and if you can’t 
win then do your best. 

I’m just going to take it easy this 
year and not try to act like I’m 
Number One, although I’m not really 
sure how a Number One is supposed 
to act. One thing for sure is that every- 
one looks at you in a different light. I 
don’t really think it should be that 
way because I’m the same person I 
was when I was plain old 19Y and a 
rookie. 

I’m looking forward to the amount 
of competition I think we’ll see this 
year. Last year there were a lot of 
strong riders and we’re going to see as 
many or more. Bubba (Shobert) and I 
may have won 11 dirt track Nation- 
als, but we didn’t just smoke every- 
body. There were always a number of 
riders right there and it'll be the same 
this year. 

There have been a number of rider, 
machine and sponsor changes for 
this season. Let’s run down a few and 
you assess their programs. Randy 
Goss and Doug Chandler of Freddie 
Spencer Racing? 

They should be tough. I think Doug 
is going to do really well. What he 
has to do is get a few of the slippery 
racetracks back east like Lima dialed 
in and he should improve his pro- 
gram. He’s a super smooth racer. 
Last year he didn’t adapt too well to 
some of the tracks and he became dis- 
appointed in himself and his per- 
formance, which he shouldn’t have. 
Even Kenny Roberts didn’t adapt to 
certain style tracks and do good right 
away. Doug’s comfortable on the 
Honda so all he needs to do is work at 
getting the suspension and handling 
to his liking. 

Randy might have a tough time 
and he might not in learning to ride 
the (Honda) RS750. The differences 
between the (Harley) XR750 Randy 
has been riding for years and the 
Honda aren’t that much. I found it 
relatively easy to switch. He’ll find 
the handling characteristics are some- 
what different and that the engine isa 
lot smoother. What can cause a rider 
problems is if he’s picky and wants to 
make lots of changes. I’m not. I'ma 
pretty basic rider. If the bike has a 
good combination, why change? 
Sometimes that frustrates my 
mechanic because he might feel some-

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thing needs changing, but I don’t. I 
would rather adapt my style to the 
way the bike is than try to make the 
bike suit me and end up worse off 
than when I started. Bubba seems to 
be that way also. 

Jerry Griffith has been working 
with the engines longer than anyone 
else so you would think he would be 
able to put together some really strong 
engines. What you have to look at is 
that Ted Boody’s bike last year (at 
Springfield) was just as fast as ours 
and his was a stock out-of-the-crate 
motor purchased from Honda. The 
engines come really strong to begin 
with so it’s possible for someone who 
is trying to gain even more from one 
to end up going in the other direction 
and slowing himself down. 

Ted Boody. 

Ted is going to have a good season. 
What you have to do with Ted anda 
number of other riders is to look at 
them in certain areas. Boody is going 
to do well on the slippery half miles 
and he’ll be up there in the miles. 
The TT and short tracks are where he 
and others could be weak. There area 
lot of good mile and half mile racers, 
but there aren’t a lot of mile and half 
mile racers who are equally as strong 
on TT and short tracks. With the 
competition as close as it is, you 
could say the TT and short track 
points can make or break a cham- 
pionship drive. 

Ted is going road racing in For- 
mula One and that could add to or 
take away from his program. To my 
knowledge, we aren't going to do any 
road ‘racing and I don’t really want 
to. That's the way I feel about it. I’m 
26 and have been dirt tracking since I 
was 12. I don’t feel comfortable on a 
road racer like I do on the dirt. 

Scott Parker. 

Scotty is a talented racer and has the 
potential to be right in there. The 
series hasn’t changed that much in 
the last three years. If you look at the 
top 10 in the standings last year or 
three years ago you're going to see 
mostly the same names so what you 
have to do is find your weak points 
and strengthen those areas. Scotty is 
going to be working with Tex Peel 
and Tex builds strong bikes. If there’s 
a development program, that could 
be another factor. 

I feel Randy would have been the 
strongest rider to use in a develop- 
ment program because of his knowl- 
edge about the bike. It’s sort of a 
shame not to see Randy on a Harley 
for the simple reason that he put so 
much of his own time into his pro- 
gram to get the bike to run faster. 
Now all that effort is basically down 
the road. I don’t say he shouldn’t 
have made the deal he did because a 
rider has to do what he has to do. 
This is a business and I don’t blame 





him for jumping on a Honda. 

Do you see any problems with the 
Honda effort being trimmed back? 
No, I don’t see where any problems 
should come up. When I went in to 
have contract talks with Honda (for 
1984) I told them I wanted two 
mechanics and that was meant to 
take a big load off my main mechanic 
Sparky Edmonston at the races 
because he can carry the load at the 
shop. The traveling and work at the 
track is made easier with two 
mechanics, but this year it’s down to 
one each. 

I’m not a good one to talk about 
being a mechanic. When I first went 
to Michigan to ride for Peel in 1980 I 
remember working in his shop in the 
garage — washing parts and doing 
other things. I told Peel I liked doing 
itand I did enjoy it, but what it really 
was was that I was so pumped up 
about having my first really good 
ride that I didn’t mind doing any- 
thing. That all changed and two 
years later when he and I won Number 
One I wasn’t washing parts too often. 
If something needs to get done then 
I'll get in there and help if I can. I’ve 
tried to get into the mechanical end. 
When I rode for Ron Wood in 1981 I 
used to spend a lot of time watching 
him work building engines, but 
nothing ever really caught on. I finally 
decided that my best bet was to worry 
about the racing and let someone else 
worry about the equipment. 

Who do you see as the toughest com- 
petition for the title this year? 
Bubba has to be tipped as the tough- 
est rider out there because he’s hot. 
You only have to look at what he did 
in the last half of last year to see what 
he is capable of. You never know how 
things will go this year, but I know 
Bubba wants Number One really 
bad. 

There's a lot of strength in the rid- 
ers who finished in the top six or 
seven in last year’s points. Doug and 
Randy will be strong. Boody could 
make a run for it. Parker will be out 
to do all he can. Terry Poovey could 
play spoiler on the Gardner Racing 
bikes. In one way I'd like to see a six 
or eight rider battle for the title and in 
another way, I wouldn’t. Of course, 
that other way is with me out front. 
What we'll probably see is about five 
or six riders in the hunt until mid- 
season and then the field will dwin- 
dle to about three as the season winds 
down. A tight points battle always 
adds to the racing and brings the fans 
out. 

The beauty of the Camel Pro Series 
is that there are so many individual 
styles. Parker, for instance, is deva- 
stating on a cushion half mile, but 
you make it a slippery groove and 
Parker’s not at home, yet on this type 
of track Boody shines and he isn’t as 





strong on a cushion. Drafting and 
making the track work for you ona 
mile is another story. Talent is what 
it boils down to and that’s why we see 
so many different winners. 

Do you ever think about what the 
outcome of last season might have 
been if Bubba hadn’t been suspended 
at one point last season? 

If he wouldn’t have had to sit out the 
races—given the same finishes after 
he returned—then he most likely 
would have been Number One. But 
it's really hard to say, because I 
would've been ina different situation 
also. As it was, I wasn’t racing that 
hard at the end of the season because I 
had what appeared to be a comfortable 
points lead. If Bubba hadn’t been sus- 
pended then the road racing might 
have been a lot more controversial. I 
rode a couple of races and then Honda 
told me not to ride any while Chandler 
and Bubba continued to ride them. I 
could have ridden the final road race 
National, but since I hadn’t been rid- 
ing I wasn’t going to stick my neck 
out, 

There’s also the thing about my 
getting hit and knocked down in the 
final National. If the outcome of the 
race and the championship had: been 
different then I would have been 
kicking up one heck of a fuss. Gary 
Scott said in an article in Cycle News 
he was amazed that I shook hands 
with Ted (Boody) after we hit and I 
crashed. What good would it have 
served if I had gone over and started a 
fight? Would it have solved anything? 
Hey, you're going to get hit in racing 
sometimes and what Ted did wasn’t 
intentional. He was going for it. I 
wasn’t going for it. I was being cool 
and giving everybody a lot of room 
and taking the corners real high so if 
someone wanted to draft past me they 
could without any problems. It was 
so easy that day and that’s why I was 
up in the front pack. I felt comfort- 
able with everyone and figured if I 
gave everyone a lotofroomI couldn't 
get into trouble. I guess I gave Ted so 
much room he didn’t realize I was 
around until it was too late. 

What did you do in the off season? 

Not very much. I went to the AMA 
Awards Banquet and spent nearly 
two weeks in the Los Angeles area 
visiting friends like Ron Wood and 
others. I visited Sparky on the way 
back. I went out with a real estate 
agent one time to look at some prop- 
erty and the rest of the time I mostly 
spent riding. I crashed a few weeks 
after the banquet and rashed up my 
hand then a few weeks after that is 


. when I cracked a bone in my ankle. 


Then I ran into the truck and between 
all the accidents and problems I didn’t 
really have much time to get in 
shape. I was always busy doing some- 
thing — mostly soaking one part or 
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another of my body in ice. 

One good thing did come out of 
my problems. I got together with 
Dean Miller, who was Brad Lackey’s 
trainer, and he came down to my 
house to outline a fitness program for 
me. A day or two later I called him to 
tell him I had smacked a truck and 
that I needed to get on some workout 
machines so I could stay in shape. 
Interestingly, I really enjoy working 
up a sweat on the machines and I 
think I feel healthier now than I ever 
have. 

Have you done any planning for the 
future? 

Yes, Gary Howard is now my man- 
ager. Two years ago at Houston I 
talked with Kenny Roberts about the 
program he has with Howard. I talked 
with Kenny again after the season 
was over about it and then I began 
visiting and talking with Howard 
about my plans and things. It was 
really neat talking with him because 
there was no pressure there at all for 
me to make a decision. Also, I could 
understand everything he was talk- 
ing about which doesn’t always hap- 
pen when you're talking to a lawyer 
or accountant. I wanted to go with 
him although I had a lot of people 
wanting to handle my affairs. Gary 
had an additional plus in that he’s 
involved with motorcycles and knows 
the sport. He talks common sense to 
you. I'll call him up and tell him 
what's going on and he'll make a 
suggestion about this or that and give 
me different ideas about things like 
public relations, interviews and meet- 
ing the non-industry press. 

He’s handling my money and I get 
an allowance to live on. However, the 
main reason I wanted someone to 
help me was that I hate worrying 
about income taxes. Gary has tax 
people, investment people and law- 
yers that help him and that way every- 
thing is taken care of. 

You came away from Houston with 
no Camel Pro Series points while 
those riders you’ve mentioned earlier 
as title contenders all did. How deep 
in the hole does that put you? 

Actually it’s not as bad as it could 
have been because the riders who I 
feel will be in there when the season 
is winding down didn’t get nearly as 
many points as they could have. The 
rider who made the most gain is 
Scotty and I think being in both 
Nationals and winning one, espe- 
cially the TT, should really give him 
a boost and could make him even 
tougher than he is. The problems 
Randy and Bubba had in the TT kept 
their point production down. I’m 
going to have to work hard to make 
up the deficit, but at least I’m not 
down as far as I might have been if 
some of the others didn’t have some 
bad luck also. It’s along season. @

Italian Motorcycles: 
Classic Sports Bikes

Italian Motorcycles, subtitled 
Classic Sports Bikes, is a salute 
in excellently printed color 
photographs, to the two- 
wheeled machinery of Italy which 
has — and still does — set many a 
heart to rapidly beating. From the 
impressive 1977 MV Agusta Monza 
on the front cover to the 1983 Ducati 
900S2.Desmo on the back cover, the 
book is a visual delight. 

There are eight chapters, begin- 
ning with Benelli and moving on to 
Bimota, Cagiva, Ducati, Moto Guzzi, 
Laverda and Moto-Morini before 
ending with MV Agusta. Each chapter 
attempts to create a setting for the 
reader and the particular brand. The 
idea works. The approach is not 
straightforward, but rather a mon- 
tage of color splashed on each page 
with just enough text to give the 
reader the needed facts. There is no 
attempt to clutter up the pages, only 
to let the reader savor each photo. 

Interestingly, there are no full-on 
racing shots in this book. The author 
has selected photos which show the 
machinery in every day settings not 
only in Italy, but also in England and 
the United States. One favorite photo 
shows two Italian gentlemen in a 
plaza in Vicenza looking ata Moto 
Guzzi Falcone on display in a bike 
show. Each seems to be contemplating 
thoughts of his youth. 

Even if you’ve never owned an 
Italian-made street bike, you should 
still be able to appreciate the author’s 
obvious love affair with these ma- 
chines. One only needs to look at 
page seven and author Parker’s 1975 
Laverda SFC to realize his dedication 
in preserving the breed.

Life with Ninja 
Some easy mods improve 


Kawasaki's sports flagship — 
at little or no cost 


By Jim Wolcott 


Over 9000 miles have rolled on the clock of 
my 1984 ZX900-A1 Kawasaki Ninja; the bike 
has proven to be reliable and mostly trouble- 
free. However, unlike test bikes run in stock 


trim and returned to the manu- 
facturer, the title to this ma- 
chine was in my name. Unlike 
short-term test bikes, I viewed 
this as an invitation to fiddle with 
some of the Ninja's details. My idea 
was to improve performance, com- 
fort or reliability — while working 
with the stock components, and with- 
out spending a lot of money. 


Carburetors 

As delivered, the California-model 
Ninja has — to put it politely — poor 
throttle response. Prototype Ninjas 
supplied for the motorcycle press at 
Laguna Seca raceway in December, 
1983, had none of the carburetion 
problems of the models that reached 
the showroom floor. Thanks to emis- 
sions regulations, suddenly opening 
the throttle of a stock Ninja would 
cause a cough and stumble from the 
carbs, followed by a gradual change 
in engine speed. 

Sorting out the carburetion trou- 
bles is an easy afternoon's work. 
First, remove the four carburetors 
according to the Kawasaki shop 
manual. As delivered, the float height 
is typically set too low — ensuring 
that each and every production Ninja 
will pass the various emissions tests.

float height to 17mm, as specified in 
section 2-8 of the Kawasaki shop 
manual. 

The next steps will enrich the fuel 
mixture to get rid of the stumble. You 
will need to adjust the pilot screws, 
located on the underside of the carbs 
beneath the butterfly valves. The pilot 
screws are concealed by pressed-in 
plugs, which must be removed for 
adjustment. Drill a 3/32-inch hole in 
the center of each of the plugs. Be 
careful not to drill too deep; just drill 
through the shallow aluminum plugs. 
This is important: should the drill 
bit contact the pilot screw beneath 
the plug, it will tighten the pilot 
screw and disrupt the factory set- 
tings. Thread an easy-out (a big 
wood-screw will work in a pinch) 
into the hole, and twist the plugs out 
of the carbs. 

Since the adjustment of the pilot 
jets is set at the factory and is fairly 
critical, make a note of where each 
carb is set before adjusting it. To do 
this, carefully tighten each pilot screw 
against its seat, counting the turns 
required. Write this number down 
for future reference. Unscrew the pilot 
screw to its exact starting position, 
and then unscrew ita half-turn more. 
That’s it — since only U.S.-model 
Ninjas are equipped with the plugs,

Next, move the jet needle up one 
notch. Of course, new motorcycles 
don’t have notches on the needles (to 
prevent adjustment) — so the solution 
is to shim the needle. A well-stocked 
hardware store will have brass washers 
with a 7/64-inch hole, and a 5/16- 
inch outside diameter. Best bet is to 
take the needle along for sizing. Find 
a washer (or combination of washers) 
between .020 and .025-inch thick, 
slide it onto the needle, and re-install 
the needle in the vacuum piston. 
Replace the carburetors on the engine, 
and the bike is ready to ride: no other 
adjustments are necessary. The Ninja 
will warm-up faster, respond precisely 
to throttle changes, and should get 
slightly better gas mileage. 

It should be noted that these car- 
buretor changes are not street legal; 
should the bike be ridden ona public 
highway, tighten the pilot screws a 
half-turn and remove the shim wash- 
ers from the needles. 


Charcoal system 

Ninjas sold in California are equip- 
ped with the state-mandated evapor- 
ative emissions system. This system 
vents the fuel tank and the carburetor 
float bowls through a canister of 
activated charcoal, located in the tail 
section behind the seat. 

The problem occurs when the gas 
tank is filled to the brim, the bike is 
ridden a short distance and then 
parked on the sidestand. Heat from 
the engine causes the gasoline to 
expand, which sends gas through the 
vent into the charcoal canister. Once 
the canister is filled with gasoline, it 
plugs up tight, preventing air from 
entering the fuel tank and carburetor 
float bowls. When this happens, the 
Ninja will sputter to a halt. As a 
roadside fix, unplug the vent hoses at 
the junction under the rear of the gas 
tank. 

To revive a plugged charcoal can- 
ister, remove it from the bike and 


„drain the gas,out of it. Next ventilate 








the charcoal; one technique is to 
hook the air pump from an aqua- 
rium to the input side of the canister, 
and let it circulate air through the 
charcoal for a day. Replace the canis- 
ter, reconnect all the hoses, and you're 
ready for the next time the system 
plugs up. Of course if the canister is 
left unplugged, there’s no harm to 
the motorcycle — this system merely 
provides a vent for the gas tank and 
carburetors. 


Mirrors 

The Ninja’s stock mirrors must 
have been police-approved. . . they're 
positioned for a perfect view of your 
elbow. Since you can't seë what's 
behind you, it's easy to receive a red- 
light surprise. One solution is to 
lengthen the stock mirrors. 

The stock mirror stems are made of 
solid steel with a black plastic coat- 
ing. Using a hacksaw, carefully cut 
through the midway point of the 
stem. Clamp the ends of the stem ina 
vise, and drill and tap them for a 3-32 
thread. Cut a piece of 3-32 all-thread 
about 2.75 inches long, and thread it 
into one of the mirror pieces. Find a 
section of 5/8-inch pipe (I used elect- 
rical conduit) and cut a four-inch 
piece. Slide the pipe over the all- 
thread, and tighten the whole assem- 
bly together. With a blast of flat black 
spray paint, the lengthened mirror 
will look like it came from Kawasaki's 
parts bin. Of course the mirrors could 
be made longer or shorter using the 
same technique. 


Fork seals 
The fork seals popped at about the 
4000-mile mark — not an uncom- 


mon occurance on a Ninja. Several 
owners have had good results by 
replacing the stock seals with Leak 
Proof Seals. The Leak Proof Seals are 
Teflon-impregnated, have less sliding 
resistance than the stock seals, and are 
guaranteed for the life of the motor- 
cycle. Also, Leak Proof Seals can be 
fitted by hand — without the special

tool required to replace the stock 
seals, 

While the front forks were apart, I 
installed a set of rubber fork gaiters. 
Gaiters afford protection against 
weather and road debris, and give the 
front of the Ninja a business-like 
appearance. Replacement gaiters for 
an old BSA A-65 are the right size for 
the Ninja. One source for BSA fork 
gaiters (they're not common) is Brit- 
ish Parts, 13428 E. Telegraph Rd., 
Whittier, CA 90605. The going price 
is $10.95 per pair. 

Oil filter 

The Ninja’s oil filter is located on 
the underside of the engine, just for- 
ward of the swingarm pivot. There’s 
almost — but not quite — enough 
clearance to change the filter without 
removing the chin fairing. A rotary 
file mounted in a power drill will 
easily cure this situation. Grind a 
pattern similar to that shown in the 
photo; the exact shape isn’t critical. 

The Ninja uses the same oil filter 
element as the Honda Gold Wing. 
On occassion, Wing filters are easier 
and cheaper to come by than Ninja 
filters. 


Cooling system 

One sore spot of the Ninja is the 
cooling system. Fact is, the bike runs 
hot. Kawasaki incorporated some 
cosmetic plastic trim pieces inside 
the Ninja's bodywork, to give the 
fairing a finished look. Remove the 
two black plastic pieces along the 
sides of the radiator, and the two 
pieces by the header pipes on the chin 
fairing. This opens up air flow for 
the radiator, and at speed, draws 
additional air through the radiator 
thanks to the venturi effect. Removal 
of these four pieces makes a big dif- 
ference on the temperature gauge — 
as much as'20°. e 
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Terry “T.C.” Cunningham resumed cham- 
pionship form by riding his Husqvarna 500AE 
Automatic to overall victory in the Brickhouse 
National Enduro (round 2, AMA National 
Enduro Series). Husqvarna riders also took six 
of the top ten finishing positions. 

Terry calls his 500 Auto the ‘Ultimate Enduro 
Machine’ “‘No clutch, no shifting, just stay on 
the gas and watch your time;’ quipped T.C.

CG HONDA 
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PARIS-DAKAR. BMW 
WINS FOR THE 
THIRD YEAR IN A ROW 


The road from Paris to Dakar is a 
road in only the most metaphorical 
sense. Actually, it's a cross-section of 
Africa's most terrifying terrains. 

And each year, that “road” becomes 
an8,000-mile testimonial to BMW 
motorcycles. And an exotic graveyard 
for a vast array of our competitors. 

We're referring, of course, to the 
legendary Paris-Dakar rally, motor- 
cycling’s most gruesome torture test. 
And to 1985's version of the 20-day 
event, which just ended to predictable 
results: BMW won. As it did last year. 
Andthe year before that. And four years 
out of the last five. 

It began January 1, with Gaston 
Rahier aboard a racing version of the ~ 
BMW R80 G/S, the same 1,000cc flat- 
twin model he rode to victory last year. 
na pack representing nearly every ma- 
or European and Japanese motorcycle. 

It didn’t take long for calamity to 
strike. Ina collision on a small country 
oad, Gaston severely damaged 
his BMW's front fork and frame and, it 
seemed, any chance for victory. 

By the time he reached Africa, he 

was in the back of the pack. The pave- 

nent ended, civilization ended and, for a 

while, so did his hopes. 

But he kept on, despite further prob- 
ems with flat tires anda bent front 
wheel. More importantly, his BMW kept 
on. And as the complexion of the 
earth slowly grew worse, the complex- 
ion of the race began to change. 

In the lunar landscape of the 
Algenan mountains, Gaston rode like a 
madman, the BMW's low center of 
gravity helping him to blow away the 
competitors. 
Throughthe dust-choked stretches 
of the Sahara, the flat twin's durability 
helped the BMW endure where less 
stout-hearted bikes bit the dust. Literally. 

And in the lethal Ténéré “frying 
pan” —a territory so scorched with sun, 
it's said that swallows fall to the ground 
dead simply from the heat—the 

BMW's legendary dependability finally 
triumphed. Gaston closed the gap to 
buta single competitor 

By the time they reached the clear 
sea breezes of Africa's west coast, 

only a fraction of the bikes were left to 
accompany Gaston to victory. To the 
cheers of the crowd, ‘Rahier Royal’ ac- > 
cepted the crown of ‘desert king’: 

“I'm proud and happy to have beaten all 
the competitors once again on my 
BMW.” A BMW that had begun the race 
practically incapacitated. 

So, once again next January 1, the 
motorcycles will assemble in the shadow 
of the Eiffel Tower. And once again, the 
road from Paris to Dakar will 
be paved with good inten- 
tions. And a vast array of our 
competitors’ bikes.

Series: Round 3 





Bertram edges Smith in 
Chaparrals D-37 enduro

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, MAR. 3 


Team Husky rider Dave Bertram edged out 
Honda test rider Drew Smith by just two 
seconds to win round three of the Golden 
State Enduro Series hosted by the Chaparrals 


M.C. The AMA D-37 enduro 
also paid Family Racing Asso- 
ciation (FRA) points in an effort 
to attract more riders to the 
event. The effort paid off in a good 
turnout of an estimated 375 entries. 
Entrants had the option of riding just 
for D-37 points, just for FRA points, 
or both. FRA riders only rode the first 
two loops, which were laid out for 
them, while the harder third loop 
was just for D-37 A and B-class riders. 

It was the Chaparrals’ first attempt 
in 10 years to add a family-oriented 
flavor to their enduro — they’ve hosted 
National enduros in the past. The 
trick was to blend speeds and terrain 
to make it easy enough for the family 
riders yet interesting enough for the 
most skilled D-37 riders. They mostly 
succeeded. A couple of sections turned 
out to be very challenging for the 
beginner-type riders and the speeds 
could have been slowed-down:a-bit at 





times butall in all most riders thought 
the concept came off very well. The 
Chaparrals and FRA seemed very 
pleased at the turnout and plan on 
working very closely in fine tuning 
next year’s event. 


Bertram and Smith lost just three 
points over the 100+ mile course. 
Both riders zeroed the first loop, lost 
two on the second loop and dropped 
just one point on the third loop. 
When the seconds from the three tie- 
breaker checks were added up, Ber- 
tram had dropped 160 seconds while 
Smith was just off the pace with 162. 
Bertram was on his trusty Husky 500 
Automatic while Smith was mounted 
on a 1985 pre-production XR350 
Honda four-stroke: It looks like Hon- 
da has a winner in their second gen- 
eration XR. 

Following the two nationally-rank- 
ed riders home were local riders Scott

Butler (Duralube/Yam) with five 
points down. Sampson took the A- 
250 class win. In at fifth overall was 
northern California rider Jeff Irwin 
(Hus) who nabbed the A-Open vic- 
tory, dropping six points. The next 
four riders were another point behind 
at seven points lost; Bill Fullmer Jr. 
(KTM), Al Baker (using a pre-produc- 
tion XR600 to win the Four-Stroke 
class), ISDE rider Chip Howell (Hus), 
Kolbe Honda-sponsored Robb Me- 
secher (Hon) and another northern 
California traveler, Jeff Henning 
(KTM), to round out the top 10. 

The enduro started in the Teagle 
Wash area north of Red Mountain 
and ran in a cloverleaf fashion for the 
three loops. The first loop ran north 
towards Charlie’s Place and made a 
loop through the Spangler Hills. 
The entire loop was run at 24 mph. It 
wasn't difficult except for one rocky 
wash that caused a lot of problems 
with some one-loop riders. Sandy 
Vance (Hon) stalled her XR200 in the 
wash and it took her over an hour to 
get restarted. Scott Jacobsen (Dura- 
lube/Gear Products/Kaw) dropped 
just one point for the A-Mini win, 
beating out Yamaha-mounted Brett 
Bainbridge who dropped two points. 
Another mini rider, Mike Chamber- 
lain Jr. (Yam) took the third overall 
position by losing three points. Fourth 
overall and first B Mini was a young 
lady by the name of Lori Bortree 
(Yam) who showed the guys the right 
stuff. Lorni Vincent (Hon) rounded 
out the top five, taking the C-Women 
class win home. 

The second loop ran in the Rada- 
macher area above Ridgecrest and 
featured the tightest special test ever 
seen in the desert. While most desert 
special tests are scheduled at 36 mph, 
this one only had a 30 mph average 
but it was more than enough as the 
best score was two points dropped. It 
wound up and down through fun 
terrain, with a couple of challenging 
downhills thrown in. Most of the 
time the riders were in second and 
third gear and it was turn, turn, turn. 
The reset after the check-out was a 
welcome to rest those weary arms. 

Riders going for FRA points were 
scored after two loops and Scott

out for the FRA 250cc AA class win 
and overall honors. Mesecher (Hon) 
and Mark Weichman (Yam) followed 
in for a 250cc sweep of the top four 
positions. Veteran rider Mark Cook 
took sixth overall with a five-point 
loss. Kawasaki rider Donnie Simone 
slipped by John E. Jacobsen (Dura- 
lube/Scott USA/Kaw) for the 200cc 
AA win. Lakewood Honda mechanic 
Martin Blais stroked his XR250 to the 
Four-Stroke win, losing just five 
points in the process. 

The third loop was challenging in 
terrain and featured a long special 
test for the D-37 A and B riders. A very 
memorable downhill into check M 
had a lot of spectators present to 
watch the varying riding styles. D-37 
Enduro Steward Art More (Yam) made 
his way down the hill very nicely but 
proceeded to flip his bike in a most 
spectacular way through the check 
flags and into the check, scattering 
personnel. More was shaken up but 
was able to collect himself, examine a 
very dented and gouged helmet, and 
make it the last six miles into the 
finish, Senior rider Ron Fry (Hon) 
provided some more thrills by dupli- 
cating More’s crash in the same exact 
spot. Luckily he wasn’t hurt either. 
Bill Fulmer Jr. made it down the hill 
rather well considering his front brake 
was non-functioning. “It was a little 
scary” said Fullmer. “Luckily there 
wasn’t anyone in front of me and I 
was able to just let the bike run out.” 

Steve Jensen, son of JART owner 
Art Jensen, was one of the few riders 
to burn the check and was dumb- 
founded. He sat at the check for awhile 
shaking his head and trying to figure 
out what he had done wrong. Mesech- 
er soon joined him as he accumulated 
two of his seven points lost by arriv-

as “not one of my better days.” Husq- 
varna-mounted Hines finished on 
top of a three-way tie at 32 points 
with fellow Husky riders Jeff Russell 
and Rick Scharphorn. Hines took 
10th overall followed by Russell and 
Scharphorn, who were both just a 
few ticks of the clock shy of Hines’ 
score at both tiebreaker checks. Hines 
was running strong late in the event 
with a score which could have been 
good for second overall, but a mishap 
while passing a slower rider cost him 
a minimum of five minutes which 
erased his efforts to that point. 

Tom Buckles, in his first ride in 
competition on a Husqvarna four- 
stroke, said afterward he wasn’t used 
to the bike and hoped he didn’t do too 
badly. When the scores were posted, 
Buckles found his name at the top of 
the Open A class results. Tom also 
gotan extra boost when Kurt Hough, 
who rides out of Buckles’ shop, picked 
up the overall win in the B ranks. 

Fredette’s ride to second overall on 
his Kawasaki/ Hallman Racing-spon- 
sored KDX200, was in direct contrast 
to the aggressiveness of Cunningham 
and others. Fredette, as he did in the 
International Six Days Enduro in 
Holland, seemed to float over the 
trail never looking particularly fast 
or slow. 

“Ride a steady pace and make as 
few mistakes as possible,” said Fred- 
ette of his strategy. “I wanted to start 
the year off on an up note and second 
overall is even better than I antici- 
pated. I knew I had a good ride and I 
was pretty sure it was a top five 
finish.” 

The day belonged to Cunningham. 
“The terrain and the trails were just 
like riding back home in (Athens) 
Ohio,” said Cunningham of his day. 
“That made it easy right from the 
start. Another key is I was very confi- 
dent of the decisions I was making 
about picking lines around slower 
riders, at the creek crossings and 
where there were bottInecks. You've 
got to make a split second decision on 
where to go and then follow through 
with it. If you hesitate, you'll cost 
yourself a lot of time. Early in the 
run, I made a decision at a creek 
crossing and then hesitated while I 
looked for another route. When I 
crossed, it was at the first place I had 
decided to. In all, I feel very good 
about the win.” e

Smith reigns again, 
Crandall second 


Marty Smith, former ruler of the National 


motocross scene, retained his King of the 
Desert crown with a strong win in the fifth 
annual District 38 Fudpucker Racing classic. 


- Once a factory rider for Team 


Honda, Smith rode a stock 1985 
Yamaha YZ250 in the 150-mile 
event to singlehandedly defeat 
the best efforts of Team Husqvarna 
and finish almost a minute ahead of 
Chris Crandall, who manhandled his 
ATK past Husky rider Scot Harden 
to capture second overall. Harden 
who was barely able to hang onto his 
_bike on the last lap of the race due to 
severly blistered hands, was third. 
Before the five-lap desert marathon 
was set to begin, Smith was acknowl- 
edged as a virtual “sure thing” for the 
top spot, since he won last year’s 
King of the Desert by about 20 min- 
utes over second-place Dan Ashcraft 
of Team Husky. But because of the 
ruggedness of some portions of the. 
30-mile long loop which comprised 
the race course, this time around 
¡Smith was’ able to — by the ` 





“narrow” margin of about 55 seconds 
over Crandall. 

Harden’s third overall, followed by 
teammate Larry Roeseler, who placed 
second 250, salvaged an otherwise 
unhappy day for Husky, which also 
fielded Dan Smith and Ashcraft to 
place all of their bfg guns in conten- 
tion for the winner's circle. But the 
rear shock broke on Ashcraft’s 500XC 
on the third lap, and Smith — while 
running about fourth overall — park- 
ed it on the same lap after a couple of 
close encounters with spectator vehi- 
cles in the pits. 

Finishing in the top 20 was Dan 
Morgan, who piloted his KTM to 
first 125cc machine. First Vet overall 
was Amateur Steve Plourd.(Yam), in 
17th overall, finishing ahead.of King 
class rider Wayne Carlton (M-S), who 
rolled in for 22nd. First Senior was 
Up-Tite Husqvarna owner George

Racing got underway at 9:30 a.m. 
sharp. On the first row were the riders 
in the King class and all Experts; they 
launched first. On the second row 
and starting about five minutes later 
were the Amateurs, Novices and 
Beginners. 

The positioning of the starting 
line sent riders looking into the sun, 
and with the heavy dust problem, it 
was difficult trying to pick good lines 
without running into somebody else 
or winding up off-course. Up front, 
Smith, Harden, Roeseler, Dan Smith 
and Ashcraft wereamong the leaders; 
several positions back in the dust was 
Crandall. 

By the time the course hit the first 
of several tight, gnarly sections, Marty 
Smith was in the lead with Harden in 
close pursuit. Also in the top 10 were 
Roeseler, Darryl Folks (Hus), Garth 
Sweetland (Hus), Dan Smith and 
Ashcraft, Crandall was riding about 
12th overall. 

As the pack made its way back to 
the dry lake bed and pit areas, the race 
was already taking its toll. The rugged 
and silty “mud hills” which made up 
about a quarter of the course were 
littered with broken bikes and crashed 
riders before the end of the first lap. 
Among the casualties was Cagiva 
rider Duane Summers, who got a flat 
rear tire shortly after the start then 
seized near the mud hills. 

Once riders reached the dry lake 
bed, it was wide open for about a mile 
until riders rounded a corner to find 
themselves on a supercross track, 
complete with double jumps -and 
stutter bumps. For riders like Smith, 
handling this part of the course was 
no problem, .but others took it easy 
on the jumps and carefully picked 


` their way throught the stutters. But 


that -didn’t keep some riders from 
bailing hard, especially on the 
double jump. 

The balance of the course made its 


- way past pit row, through about a 


mile of hard-pcked whoops, then 
eight miles to the first check. From 
there, the course headed,east through 
sand and whoops, aleng the base of 
the Superstition Mountains and upa 
fire road to check two. After the 
second check, the course followed a 
long, sandy downhill and went back 
toward the dry lake bed where riders 
got a brief rest before heading back 
up into the treacherous mud hills. 





race would be won or lost, and for 
very good reason. Rim-deep silt made 
riding squirrelly and traction almost 
negligible when it was needed most. 
And where there weren’t hills there 
were lots of whoops. The course 
wound over some small hills and 
down into a sandwash then back up 
into a silt-filled gulley leading to a 
notch between two more hills, effec- 
tively creating a bottleneck for less 
experienced riders if they weren't on 
their toes or on the gas. More whoops, 
hills, and even a 12-foot near-vertical 
drop-off made life interesting before 
riders reached the beginning of the 
course again. 

On lap four, Harden was shadow- 
ing Smith and then passed him just. 
before the mud hills. Smith saw 
Harden coming, then proceeded to 
turn up the gas, re-passing and leav- 
ing the Team Husky rider behind. 
Crandall was lurking in third after 
having passed Roeseler, Sweetland 
and Folks. 

Atthe end of the fourth lap, specta- 
tors got one last chance to see Smith 
blast across the dry lakebed before 
beginning the fifth and final lap. 
Earlier in the race, Harden was only 
15 to 20 seconds behind Smith, and 
on the final go-around the margin 
was up to about 30. 

Smith didn’t stop riding WFO until 
he reached his pits located near the 
end of the row. There, he got a quick 


- refill and one last check-over of his 


bike by his crew beforé going back 
out. When Harden stopped at his 
pits, he stalled his bike and had diffi- 
culty restarting before he was on his 
way again. This cost the Husky team 
valuable seconds, and unless Smith 
bailed: off his bike or broke, there 
would be no way to catch him — they 
couldn’t. z 

Harden’s slow restart and the in- 
creasingly serious blister problem 
with his hands now put him within 
striking range of Crandall, who was 
riding an inspired race as he lofted 
his 250-plus pound ATK over the 
supercross section double-jumps. As 
the final lap wound down, the ATK 
rider got closer to his prey; finally, 
just 12 miles from the finish, Cran- 
dall overtook Harden for second over- 
all and first Open bike. 

At the checkered flag, Smith styled 
his way over the finish line jump, 
well ahead of anybody else. Almost a 
minute later, Crandall crossed; the

line, and a few seconds after him was 
Harden, holding onto the bars with 
just one hand. Several minutes later, 
Dan Morgan scored first 125 on his 
KTM, with Parker 400 Class 2 winner

At the awards presentation, BLM 
El Centro Resource Manager Roger 
Zortman and BLM Land Use Coor- 
dinator Lynn Anderson were among 
those present, as well as Dave Swaub, 
representing Congressman Duncan 
Hunter’s office. The high point of 
the festivities came when Swaub pre- 
sented Smith witha silver cup donated 
by Congressman Hunter. 

“Tt was hot out there,” commented 
Smith. “I thought last year’s track 
was pretty rough, but this one was 
rougher by another 50%. I didn’t have 
any problems with the mud hills; 
luckily, nobody was stuck there or 
I'm sure I would've had big prob- 
lems. Earlier in the race, I didn’t 
know Scot was close to me until the 
fourth lap when he passed me going 
into the mud hills. He waved at me, 
like I should get going, so I passed 
him back and got on the gas.” 

“I had a pretty good day, I think,” 
said Crandall. “I picked up some 
time here and there; people were kind 
of amazed that I got where I was, but I 
usually pick up the pace toward the 
end of a race. The mud hills were a 
pain in the butt, butat least the traffic 
there wasn’t too bad.” 

When asked for comment on this, 
his third big desert success, Crandall 
replied, “It’s God’s will.” e

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, MAR. 3 
“San Bernardino is my favorite 
track. You can really race on it.” 
Those were the words of Bobby 
Schwartz after he thrilled a huge 
crowd with a dazzling display of 
speedway moves to win the Scratch 
main at the 7UP/Like Spring Classic 
at John La Douceur’s Inland Motor- 
cycle Speedway Sunday afternoon.

It ran 
with McCasland slowly but surely 
opening up his lead over Mazzacane 
and Moran until the final lap when 
Moran’s bike died allowing: series 
point leader Faria into third. McCas- 
land happily took his second 
checkered in 48 hours over Mazza- 
cane and Faria. 

It was “Showtime” Bob Ott (Cycle

Moran marches to 
Classic victory

VENTURA, CA, MAR. 2 
National Speedway and U.S. 
Pairs Champion Kelly Moran 
took the Scratch main victory 
in the third of four rounds of 
Spring Classic racing at Ventura 
Raceway. Lance King was the victor 
on the Scratch Handicap side of the 
program. 

It was not exactly Speedway "Til 
Dawn, but the fans got their money’s 
worth in the 24-rider, 24-race’ pro- 
gram. Fast guys Bobby Schwartz, 
Mike Faria, Moran and King each 
had eight rides on the night. 

The racing was relatively safe and 
sane, with the exception of an Andy 
Northrup crash that gave Schwartz 
quite a scare. Otherwise, Northrup 
was great — as.a 50-yard-line rider 
should be — he dusted off Faria and 
Moran in his first ride. 

The 12 scratch heats succeeded 
in putting the eight hottest guys into 
the two semis. In the first one, ‘‘Sud- 
den Sam” Ermolenko fell right in 
front of the Champ in a wild and 
crowded turn-two tussle, but Moran 
managed to lay it down and save 
unsightly tire marks on Ermolenko’s 
body. On the restart, Ventura points 
leader Faria got the gate and won the 
race over Moran and Ed Castro. 

In the other semi, 82 Track Champ 
Rick Miller got a killer gate but 
found traction around turn one and 
unloaded into the haybales about 20 
feet from his billboard. On the re- 
start, Schwartz blasted out, ahead of 





King, who managed to hold off North- 
rup on a borrowed (and slower) bike. 

The Scratch main was a promo- 
ter’s dream featuring track record 
holder for most wins (16) in a season, 
King, plus three former track champs 
— Schwartz (1980), Faria (1983) and 
Moran (1984). Moran got the gate 
and was gone. King passed Faria for 
second and was gaining on Moran, 
but ran out of laps. 

Handicap racing was also pretty 
dreamy. Five of the eight 50-yard-line 
riders transferred in four heats. King 
and Moran won more fans during 
their winning heat races. 1978 Track 
Champ Alan Christian won his heat 
with his best Ventura ride in years, 
and Tim McCasland ran away to win 
his heat off the 30. 

Ina most pleasant surprise, young 
Ventura local Walt Farnum got on 
the program because someone 
scratched, but made the most of his 
opportunity and made the main. 

In the main, Farnum wenta bit too 
wide around turn twoas the hordes of 
hot guys made like a freight train and 
whizzed by. Christian, leading the 
pack, took Randy Blevins a lap later 
— moments before King got by on 
the outside for the win. 

The 15th season opener at the 
Commotion by the Ocean will be 
Tuesday night, April 2. There will be 
a speedway only practice on Satur- 
day, March 16 at noon.

Thompson takes 
two at Seattle 
amateur SX

SEATTLE, WA, FEB. 10 

The 1985 Amateur Supercross 
series moved into Seattle’s 
Kingdome today, following two 


days of exciting professional : 


racing. On hand were some 400 riders 
from Washington, Oregon, Idaho, 
Montana, Alaska and Canada, par- 
ticipating in the activities. Bill West 
of SuperSports Promotions and Lynn 
Howland of Hi-Tec Motocross Pro- 
ductions put together a very smooth 
and well-run race program which 
this year gave amateurs the chance to 
run all day. 

Idaho's “Lightning” Lowell 
Thompson emerged as the only dou- 
ble winner at Seattle, taking his Team 
Green/J.T.-sponsored Kawasakis to 
victory in both the 80cc Expert and 
125cc B classes. Several other riders, 
including Jason Pearson (Hon), Mike 
Jorgensen (Hon), Chaun McCallister 
(Yam) and Don Knoblauch (Kaw) 
nearly pulled off the same feat, but 
only Thompson emerged with a 
double when the smoke cleared. 

Rod Stanley (Kaw) took the first 
win of the day with a 1-2 finish in the 
65cc A division for the overall. Behind 
him some great racing took place 
with Pearson, Jason McCormick 
(Kaw) and Mike Hurst (Hon) follow- 
ing Stanley across the line at the end 
of the first round. 

Moto two was a different story as 
Ryan Huffman (Kaw) piloted his 
green machine to a wire-to-wire win, 
followed by Stanley. McCormick 
passed Pearson on the final lap to 
take second overall with a 3-3 finish, 
and Pearson’s 2-4 was good enough 


for third overall: Huffman’s 7-1 score- 





earned him fourth. 

The 85cc A class found the north- 
west’s best riders assembled on the 
line for the first round. Team Green's 
Larry Ward took the holeshot in 
front of teammate Thompson, Team 
Yamaha/O' Neal rider Paul Winn and 
Sinsalo/Kawasaki-mounted Jeff Daily 
of Oregon. Ward kept the lead for 
two laps until Thompson flew past 
on lap three. Thompson stayed up 
front for the remainder to take the 
win. Ward placed second, and Winn, 
Daily, and Honda rider Troy Doty 
rounded out the top five spots. 

Moto two found Thompson up 
front from start to finish, but a great 
race went on with Winn and Ward 
both taking turns in the second spot. 
Winn spent the final lap in the second 
position, and successfully held off 
Ward to take second in the moto and 
the overall. Idaho rider Brian Thomp- 
son (Yam) and Daily took the fourth 
and fifth spots in the moto with Dai- 
ly’s 4-5 tally, taking fourth overall 
behind Ward. 

Pearson took his Honda to a well- 
deserved win in the 85cc B class with 
a 3-2 finish. David Foster (Hon) and 
Paul Rowland (Kaw) both won motos, 
but problems of one sort or another 
kept them from the overall. Susan 
Chapman (Kaw) was second overall 
by virtue of her 4-3 score. 

A big field of 85cc C riders found 
Bard McCallister (Kaw) taking the 
main event over first heat winner 
Jason Hannon (Hon) and Yamaha- 
mounted Steve Dukes. Joe Belshaw 
(Kaw) was fourth in the main after 
taking a runner-up during heat two. 

In the 125cc A class, Corey Barton 
took his Kawasaki to victory in both 
motos. Barton looked extremely 
strong, running up front during every 
lap of both races. Canada’s Mike Jor- 
gensen took his Honda to the second 
overall spot with a 5-2 finish, while 
Jamie Munson (Kaw), Paul Winn

Both he and McCallis- 
ter won their respective heats, and 
when the gate dropped Thompson 
was leading McCallister, David An- 
derson and Tony Comstock (Hon) on 
the holeshot. McCallister wasn’t going 
to give in as he passed Thompson 
and gained the lead on lap two. But 
when Thompson passed him back, it 
was for good. Thompson took the 
overall win with McCallister second, 
Curt Stanaway third, Comstock fourth 
and Oregon’s Steve Jones fifth.

Both Jorgensen and McCallister 
were rewarded with wins in the 250cc 
A and B classes, respectively, after 
taking earlier runner-ups in the 125cc 
A and B classes. Jorgensen’s 250cc A 
win came with relative ease; after 
passing Honda-mounted Bruce 
Barnes who holeshotted, Jorgensen 
led the rest of the main with a number 
of riders trying to claim second. Fel- 
low Canadian Darrin Poulson, also 
aboard-a Honda, finally wound up 
second with Washington’s Don 
Knoblauch (Kaw) third. Marshall 
Favre (Hon) ran second for three laps 
but encountered problems and settled 
for the fourth spot while yet another 
Canadian, Danny Bullock, scored fifth 
and Barnes took sixth. 

McCallister’s B class win came over 
Alaska’s Ralph Blanchard (Yam), 
while David Rhodes (Hus), Sean Akin 
(Yam) and Lance Sponberg (Hon) 
puton an excellent moto-long dice to 
round out the top five.

The gold medal Expert award — a 
hand-made slate and acrylic plaque 
built by Steve Moosman — went to 
Dan Olson riding his 242 Montesa.

With the 
extreme difficulty of the sections, this 
is truly an amazing score. Dan’s great 
performance was very nearly matched 
by Rich Hilbun, who turned in 14 
points to finish second and by Jeff 
Kingsford with 17 points and third 
place. Fourth place and a bronze 
award went to Roger Larsen. 

The other classes rode the same 
basic course with minor modifica- 
tions to adjust the difficulty to the 
class ability levels. In the Advanced 
class the two top spots were reversed 
from last month’s results with Tate 
Jorgensen taking home the gold and 
Kelly Oldroyd the silver. 

Scott Flitton turned in the low score 
of the day in the Intermediate class 
with a total of 10 points. Scott Hurst 
finished second with 14 points and 
received the silver medal. Bronze 
medals were given to Kris Morgan in 
third and Stan McVey in fourth. 
Morgan and McVey have both received 
medals in all the club meets they have 
entered — McVey four times and 
Morgan twice. 

Adam Taylor turned in his second 
consecutive winning score and took 
home the first-place award in the 
Novice class. 

Also taking home his second gold 
in as many tries was Senior class rider 
Dean Nielsen.

Alan King squeaked by a dis- 
appointed Danny Storbeck late 
in the second moto to take the 
overall in the 250cc Pro class at 
the Team Tamm first-annual Force 
of the Eighties Texas Classic, held at 
the Swan MX Raceway.

Corona GP

“It is with a heavy heart to say 
that this is the last grand prix 
here at Corona Raceway,” said 
Racing Association of Cycle 
Enthusiasts’ director Ron Crandall 
while addressing the Pro classes at 
today’s 10th and last annual Un- 
Leap Year Grand Prix. Competitors 
at today’s event gota close up view of 
the reason for this, racing over some 
of the flatly graded land that will be 
occupied by houses in the near future, 
across what will be a major street, 
and through a maze of surveyor’s 
stakes. Ted Hoyt, Gordon Ward, and 
Rick Maki were the winners of the 
pro classes, and all three moved out 
to big leads during the 45-minute race. 

Hoyt (HT Racing/Hon) started at 
the front of the Open Pro division 
and never left the position. Yamaha- 
mounted Tim Cauby and Brent Wal- 
lingsford (Hus) gave chase, but by the 
end of the first lap Hoyt had already 
established about a 10-second lead. 
Gary Jones (MXA/Hus) came up to 
pressure Wallingsford on lap two 
and passed him, then set his sights on 
Cauby. A little while later Jones had 
second, but Hoyt was gone with the 
win. Jones placed second a few clicks 
ahead of Cauby. Chris Craft (SD/Mid 
Cities Honda) made a last-lap charge 
to try and take fourth from Wallings- 
ford, but came up a few bikelengths 
short. 

Brad McLeod (Mud Sharks/Hon) 
holeshot the 250cc line, with Sean 
Corcoran (Suz Country) and Ward 
(MS Racing/Yam) following. Corco- 
ran crashed in the third turn, and it 
wasn’t long before Ward worked his 
way to the lead. Sunwest Yamaha’s 
Mark Decker moved to third on the 
first lap, and the race settled into a 
predictable pattern. With two laps to 
go Ward passed Open winner Hoyt 
and was the first Pro across the finish 
line. McLeod was second, and Chris 
Fleming (Mom/Hon) got by Decker 
on the last lap to claim third. After 
his win, Ward rushed out to River- 
side Raceway and won another grand 
prix event. 

Kawasaki’s Todd Campbell was 
the favorite to win the 125cc class, 
and he quickly moved into the lead at 
the start with Maki (Cycle-World/ 
Hon) in hot pursuit. Campbell’s Ka- 
wasaki seized on the first lap, giving 
the lead to Maki. Ty Davis (PJ1/Hon) 
took over second ahead of Jay Stranger 
(Yam). Maki quickly began to pull 
away from Davis, and Joel Wheeler 
(Hon) came up to challenge Stranger 
for third. “I tried to build as big a lead 
as I could,” said Maki, “because I 
knew that I was going to be stopping 
on the last lap for gas.” Maki had 
learned the hard way; he lost the last 
grand prix, running out of gas near 
the finish and pushing his bike for 
second-place. Maki’s strategy worked; 
he was able to make the gas stop and 
still win by a large margin. Davis 
placed second, and Wheeler got by 
Stranger to claim third.

Coming out of 
the final turn, Petrie encountered a 
fallen rider that was just getting 
going again and the two nearly col- 
lided over the next jump. This allowed 
McCay to pull alongside as they 
headed for the finish line, but Petrie 
blocked McCay’s line and took the 
win by a few inches. McCay secured 
the overall, though, and Jetton’s third 
in the moto gave him second. Petrie 
was third with a 5-1 score. 

In high school competition, Col- 
ton’s Gordon Ward could have walked 
away with the win in the 250cc Senior 
class — instead; he held back in the 
second moto and raced with his team- 
mate Don Litteral, allowing Litteral 
to take the win and overall. Don’s 
brother, Jerry, also was successful — 
he swept both motos in the 125 and 
175cc Intermediate class.

Schwantz and 
Toland win at 
Willow Springs

ROSAMOND, CA, FEB. 24 

New Team Yoshimura rider 
Kevin Schwantz and newly- 
recruited Team Hammer mem- 
ber Doug Toland were the stars 


of the day at the first American Fed- 
eration of Motorcyclists’ (AFM) Wil- 
low Springs meet of the 1985 season, 
each claiming three victories apiece. 

Schwantz, piloting the Yoshimura 
Suzuki GS750 Superbike, won uncon- 
tested in the Open Superstreet, Open 
GP and Formula One matches, put- 
ting in fast l-minute, 29.9-second 
and low 1:30 lap times. 

Toland, co-winner of the 1983 AFM 
Six-Hour, took wins in all three 
600cc classes on his box stock LaHa- 
bra Yamaha/Hermes Distributing- 
sponsored Jim LaBine-tuned FJ600. 

In the Open Superstreet Denny 
Doherty put his 14-year-old Kawasaki 
into the lead for the first three laps 
until Schwantz came on strong — after 
starting 10 seconds behind the pack 
by official decree because his bike 
doesn’t have stock generating equip- 
ment required for the class — and 
took over to dominate the race. But, 
as Schwantz was not riding for points 
in that class, Doherty went home 
with another trophy to add to his col- 
lection. The best racing in that match, 
though, was between Frank Mazur 
(on his new Honda 650 Nighthawk 
Superbike), Allen Satterlee and Brent 
Ross; Mazur was ahead, but just 
barely, at the flag. 

Schwantz led flag-to-flag in Form- 
mula l, taking another easy win, over 
the battling Earl Roloff and Despe- 
rado Racing’s Steve Biganski. TZ250- 
mounted Biganski took the nod after 
Roloff’s Ninja overheated, spewing 
water all over his bike’s rear tire. 

In the 600cc Stock Production it 
was Toland all the way. By the half- 
way mark of the race, Toland already 
held a 10-second lead over Nigel 
Gale, who rode hard, but was unable 
to make up any time on the hard- 
charging Toland. Toland-unofficially 
broke the class track record with a 
1:35.9 lap time, then challenged,any- 
one who thought he was cheating to 
tear his bike down. Walt Nitto quickly 
lodged a protest, but withdrew it 
when a compression check of the bike 
showed it to be normal. Gary Tat- 
sumi rode alone in third, ahead of a 
fairing-banging contest between Chris 
McNellis, Pete Carroll and Scott 
Johnson, all Yamaha mounted, in 
which Carroll came out on top. Ya- 
mahas took eight of the top 10 posi- 
tions. 

Toland blasted the 600cc Modified 
Production class, taking win number 
two by a good distance over Gale and 
Roloff. Toland was so confident of 
his abilities that he wheelied up the 
hill into turn four with a pack of 
riders on his tail. “Got to put on a 
show for the spectators,” explained 
Toland. “I wasn’t worried about any- 
one catching me.” Gale took a dis- 
tant second. 

In the 600cc Superstreet Toland 
put in his fastest time of the day — 
1:35.5, besting the old record, set by a 
“hot rod” bike with slicks, by a 
second and a half. (Toland rode his 
stocker on street-bike Michelins.) Rol- 
off took second over a fierce fight 
between Ed Ragle (with another wild 


paint job) and Mark Ruffner, who 
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Doug Toland wheelies his FJ 600 Yamaha between turns three and four at 
Willow Springs, leading Nigel Gale (2n), Ed Woo (221) and Ed Ragle (5). 








fought to the bitter end; Ruffner won. 

Scott Gray unofficially broke the 
Open Stock class record with 1:34.5 
times on his way to an uncontested 
win on his FJ1100. Roloff challenged 
for a short while, but his bike’s over- 
heating problem again took him out 
of the running. “This water buffalo 
is going out to pasture,” said a dejected 
Roloff. “I’m getting an FJ1100.” 

Kevin Dolan and Joe Solis then 
diced for second, until the sixth lap 
when Solis apparently bumped Dolan 
off the track in turn one, Dolan’s 
Ninja cartwheeling off into the dirt. 
Dolan was luckily unhurt, but very 
obviously angry. 

The first round of the new Yamaha 
RZ350 series was won by Paul Van 
Zuyle, after a tight battle with Mal- 
colm Hill. After the race the top five 
bikes were inspected by AFM officials 
to keep the guys on their toes. All five 
were found to be legal.

Butler wins FRA 
Funduro

RANDSBURG, CA, FEB. 17 

Kurt Butler, aboard a new Ya- 
maha YZ250, put the red and 
white machine atop a competi- 
tive 400-rider field to win this 
year’s Family Racing Assoc. Funduro 
Enduro. The Granada Yamaha/Scott 


USA-sponsored event was centered 
around the small desert mining | town 





of Randsburg and featured very chal- 
lenging racing. 

Brett Bainbridge put his mini 
Yamaha out in front of loop one 
dominating force, Scott Jacobsen 
(Kaw). Bainbridge, who is presently 
taking motocross lessons from super- 
cross star Warren Reid, was the only 
rider at the event to zero the course 
only after check two was thrown out 
of which Bainbridge burnt. 

Loop One jetted north out of the 
pits on Goler Road to the first check 
at 3.2 miles, just after the 2.9 mileage 
marker. Immediately after the 7.2 
mile checkpoint the riders were greet- 
ed with a coffee-and-hot-chocolate 
break and they screamed directly for 
the alfalfa fields and dry lake where 
check three was a surprise. The trail 
led through a flat sandy section with 
limited visibility until the course 
literally dropped into a ditch where 
check three was located. For many 
careless timekeepers, the checkpoint 
meant disaster and two points. Three 
miles of wide-open desert and tall 
supercross hills started the special 
test at 30 mph. Through numerous 
windy canyons and cross-country rac- 
ing, loop one ended with the fifth 
and final check. Bainbridge’s score of 
0.20 led the 44-rider field. Scott Jacob- 
sen and Greg Larson (Yam) were the 
only other riders to push Bainbridge 
for the top honors. Fourth overall 
went to Mike Chamberlain (KTM). 
This was a fantastic ride for Craw- 
ford, who lost 2.106. Following Craw- 
ford was Daniel Hapner (Yam), 
Michael Olson (Kaw), Diane Bain- 
bridge (Hon), Lori Bortree (Yam) 
and 10th overall Ryan Stenberg (Yam). 

Rock ledges and jumps winding 
through Fiddler’s Gulch started loop 
two. The course then climbed an old 
mining road to Government Peak 
and at 4.9 miles checkpoint one was 
presented. The trail slowly led around 
a 180° corner and there the sneaky 
checkpoint was located, catching 
many, many riders off guard. To top 
it off, exactly three miles later was 
checkpoint two, the entrance into the 
special test. 

This was the special test to end all 
special tests, 36 mph from the bottom 
of the desert floor to the top of the 
Rand Mountains into a downhill 
canyon with a waterfall drop-off and 
you guessed it, the tie-breaker check- 
point for the special test. Kurt Butler 
came within 14 seconds of zeroing the 
special test, and even event organizer 
Larry Langley didn’t think anyone 
could get that close to zeroing the 
checkpoint. 

After a well-deserved 10-minute re- 
set, the riders travelled through the 
old slate mines at 18 mph and found 
another well-placed checkpoint which 
started their loop back to the pits. 
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Kurt Butler rode his Yamaha YZ250 to the overall win 
win at Family Racing Association’s Funduro Enduro. 











Just before the finish of loop two, the 
riders encountered a 12 mph section 
down a virgin canyon that was lined 
with signs saying “Do not be afraid 
to walk!” Many C riders took the 
promoter’s advice. 

250 AA United Enduro Assn. ace 
Kurt Butler turned in a score of 1.70, 
just 4.0 seconds better than 250 KTM- 
mounted Mark Cook. Jim Bollingmo 
(Yam) tied for third overall with 
Jerry Russell (KTM). Just 16 seconds 
off the winning pace set by Butler 
was fifth overall Randy Daugherty 
(Hus) then came January’s overall 
winner Mark Wiechmann (Yam). 
Rounding out the top 10 were sev- 
enth overall Robert Burtis (KTM), 
Heath Hibbard, Donnie Simone 
(Kaw) and Mike Drews (Hon). Out of 
the top 10 finishers, six riders were in 
the veteran (over 30 years of age) div- 
ision. Not bad! 

Randy Schwalenberg, riding a 250 
Honda four-stroke, turned in the best 
score for the day for a B rider, 2.134. 
Husqvarna-mounted Lance Guilfoyle 
topped all C riders, 3.193, in the 
Open Vet class. Lisa Bonacarti (Kaw) 
was the top woman finisher at 94 
overall and 4.240.

OKLAHOMA CITY, OK, FEB. 17 
Chan Baker rode his Honda 
CR500 to a hard-earned win, 
ultimately taking home the 
Open Expert purse at the Inter- 
state MX Park in Oklahoma. Later, 
Baker rode a borrowed Suzuki to a 
respectable third-place finish in the 
250cc Experts, behind the Yamahas 
of Whisperin’ Smith and Greg Theiss. 
More than 150 riders took advantage 
of the unseasonably warm weather to 
compete in the event. 

Baker pulled a big holeshot in the 
first Open Expert moto over Alvin 
Myers (Hon), Scott Cook (Hon) and 
Mike Hammer (Hon). Baker imme- 
diately began to stretch his lead while 
Cook, Hammer and Yamaha-mount- 
ed Jim Thomas passed Myers. Thomas 
then passed Hammer and began to 
presure Cook. Honda pilot Donnie 
Vance then pulled out the stops, and 
dispatched Myers and Hammer to 
catch up with the Thomas-Cook battle 
for second. Vance flew past Cook over 
a jump, and then made his move to 
pass Thomas. Baker took the check- 
ered with a big lead over Vance, 
Thomas and Hammer. . 
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In the second moto Vance edged 
- out Baker, Myers and Cook for the 
holeshot. Baker applied intense pres- 
sure, but Vance thwarted every move 
for a lap. The two went over the big 
jump side-by-side and sideways —yet 
somehow didn’t collide. Baker shut 
the gate in the next turn, but Vance 
regained the lead a few turns later. 
Baker took the lead for good in a tight 
right-hand turn, while Thomas, Cook 
and Hammer fought over third. The 
battle raged until the checkered with 
Baker holding off Vance for the over- 
all, and Thomas held off Hammer 
for third and third overall. 

Whisperin’ Smith, who was riding 
with a badly-warped rear rim on his 
YZ, grabbed the holeshot in the first 
250cc Expert moto over Baker and 
Theiss. Baker latched onto Smith, 
then forced him into an error on the 
second lap. Smith went down, allow- 
ing Theiss to slip by Baker. While 
Baker pressured Theiss for the lead, 
Smith remounted and set after the 
leaders. He passed Bill Fullerton 
(Kaw) then reeled in and passed Baker 
for second late in the moto. Theiss 
held on for the win over Smith and 
Baker. 

In the second moto, Smith again 
collected the holeshot ahead of Theiss 
and Baker. While Smith steadily built 
a cushion, Baker and Theiss fought 
over second. Theiss yielded to Baker’s 
hounding on the second lap, only to 
retaliate a lap later. He managed to 
put a second on Baker, but a lap later 
Baker was upon him again. The two 
swapped positions several times late 
in the moto; Baker finally took the 
advantage on the last lap and held it. 
Smith took the win for the overall 
with Theiss’ 1-3 tally edging Baker’s 
3-2 score for second overall. 

Hammer holeshot the first 125cc 
Expert moto over Paul Stine, but 
took a bad hop over a jump on the 
second lap, swapped ends in the air, 
and hammered himself into the 
ground. By the time he remounted, 
Stine was long gone, so he had to 
settle for second. Hammer led the 
second moto from the drop of the 
gate to the checkered flag for the 
overall.

17 
Russ McCoy scored an incred- 
ible upset victory in the hotly- 
contested Modified Stock class 
at the first major hillclimb of 


the 1985 season, held in Blitz Canyon, 
Oregon. McCoy bested a number of 
Widowmaker standouts, including 
Steve Stith, Kerry Peterson, and Carl 
Collier, as well as local stars Dave 
Morris and Rod Cochran. ' 





The climb got started with Stock 
and Modified Stock classes compet- 
ing on a 600-ft. horsepower hill that 
had many riders looking for a land- 
ing strip as they crested the top of the 
hill. In the 500cc Stock class, Kerry 
Peterson took the win on his factory 
backed Honda, closely followed by 
Dave Morris, Steve Stith and Dave 
Turner. The utra-competitive 500cc 
Modified Stock class was up next, 
and the competition was incredible 
— the first five riders crested the hill 
with times so close that the positions 
were decided by 1/100ths of a second. 
The victory went to Russ McCoy of 
Orange, California, as he pulled the 
first upset of the season by roosting 
over the top in 10.07 seconds. Stith 
placed second with 10.15, followed 
by Peterson, Morris and Turner, all 
under 11 seconds. 

The Tire-class competition had 
the spectators on the edge of their seats 
as the exhibition bikes rolled to the 
line. These riders faced an ungroomed 
hill witha fireroad cut across it about 
midway. The 500cc bikes were first, 
and Kerry Peterson was the first rider 
on the hill. He made a smooth run 
over the top, setting a time that proved 
unbeatable. The battle for 2nd was 
fierce; Stith blasted over the top just 
1/2 second behind Peterson’s time, 
but then Carl Collier roosted over the 
top with an even better time, bumping 
Stith to third. Dave Turner rode next 
and did a skyshot off the fireroad 
jump that looked great — but cost 
enough time to move him to fourth. 
The last rider in the class was Rod 
Cochran who made a superfast run 
over the top to finish second, knocking 
Collier out of the money into third, 
Stith into fourth and Turner to fifth. 

The last class of the day was Open 
Exhibition, with three fuel-burning 
Harleys taking on two multi-cylinder 
Hondas. Peterson again set the fast 
time in the first round, with Tom 
Johnson and Russ McCoy close be- 
hind. In the second round, Peterson 
made a very fast 12.56 run over the 
hill but failed to stay inbounds as he 
crested the top. Jim Brindos and Mc- 
Coy were not not able to better Peter- 
son’s first round time, but then Tom 
Johnson blasted over the top and bet- 
tered Peterson’s time by a couple of 
tenths. This left the climb officials 
witha real problem: Johnson claimed 
Peterson’s second run should not have 
counted since he was out-of-bounds. 
Peterson claimed it didn’t matter since 
he was already past the clocks. After 
much arguing on both sides the offi- 
cials finally decided to call ita tie. No 
harm, no foul; Johnson and Peterson 
tied for first, McCoy came in third 
with Brindos in fourth. 


Adams cooks 
Firebird

Willie Adams fell back into his 
old habit of cooking through 
the Superstreet and Formula 
competition at the Phoenix 
Road Racing Organization’s (PRRO) 
competition held at Firebird Interna- 
tional Raceway in Phoenix, Arizona. 
Riding a Canadian version of Kawa- 
saki’s 900 Ninja, sponsored by Sparks 
Cycle, Buds Out Back and Bush rac- 
ing, Adams made being one of the 
region’s best riders look easy. 

In the 15-lap opening event for 
Stock Production and Vintage bikes, 
David Wright from County Cycle 
jumped to an impressive lead on his 
750 Interceptor, only to overcook and 
taste the turf on lap eight.

Leisk snags 
Dunes finale

VALENCIA, CA, FEB. 17 

Jeff Leisk took back-to-back 
wins in the 250cc Pro class to 
easily take the overall on the 
last day of competition at Indian 
Dunes Cycle Park in Valencia, Cali- 
fornia. Barring an eleventh-hour save, 
the Dunes are now closed; having 
fallen victim to insurance problems.

When racing got underway in the 
125cc Intermediates, Brian Peoples 
was fastest off the line and led 
at the end of lap one, with Ray Groom 
right behind. Groom ran off the track 
in the next lap, and Jeff Capt moved 
into striking distance with a close 
second. Capt took the lead on lap 
three and Curt Trimble also squeezed 
by Peoples. Trimble put some heavy 
pressure on Capt and the finish was 
so close that only the flagger could 
make the call, giving the nod to Capt. 

As moto two of the 125cc Interme- 
diates began, Trimble took an imme- 
diate lead. A ured Capt was right 
behind but could not get by. With a 
second and first, Trimble took first 
overall with Capt second. 

Larry Brooks flashed to the front of 
the 125cc Pros, blasting through the 
deep sandwash right after the start. He 
held the lead, and his Honda steadily 
pulled away to win by a huge mar- 
gin. The real fight developed for 
second. Rick Maki, riding a Cycle 
World Suzuki, and Brent Shury, ona 
Honda for FMF and Bell St. Honda, 
were at each other’s throats for the 
first two laps. In lap three, Maki 
dropped out briefly and returned way, 
way back. Shury slipped a bit, allow- 
ing Mike Healey: to move his Suzuki 
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up to second. Shury kept the pressure 
on the recaptured second in lap five. 
But Healey wouldn't back off, and 
pushed his way back into second two 
laps later, staying there for the win. 

At the drop of the flag for the second 
moto, Brooks was back in the lead. 
Shury and Healey were at second and 
third. Healey moved to second on lap 
two, and pulled up close to Brooks by 
lap four. That was the best Healey 
could do and the moto finish was the 
same as the overall; Brooks, Healey, 
and Shury. 

Mouse McCoy, on a Honda from 
Honda, JT, and Oakley, shot to the 
front of the 250cc Pros at the drop of 
the gate of moto one. Ken Zahrt, Brent 
Shury, and Jeff Leisk were in a tight 
pack right behind McCoy. In lap 
two, Shury dropped out and the other 
three held position for another two 
laps. As they started lap five, Leisk 
pulled some more speed out of his 
Honda and squeezed past Zahrt in 
the flat-out sand wash. By lap seven, 
he was snarling at McCoy and trapped 
him somewhere on the backside of 
the course in the middle of lap eight. 
Leisk cruised in for the moto win 
with McCoy second and Zahrt third. 

McCoy took an instant lead in 
moto two with Leisk only inches 
behind. A few feet further back were 
Zahrt and Shury. McCoy’s lead lasted 
only until lap two when Leisk took 
over. Leisk added one or two seconds 
per lap to finish with a comfortable 
lead and another moto win to get first 
250cc Pro for the day. McCoy stuck it 
out for another second. Shury slipped 
by Zahrt in lap six to take third for the 
moto, but his DNF in the first moto 
kept him out of the money. Zhart’s 
fourth here and third in moto one got 
him third spot money for the day.
